JVvhn Smith wient cn the witness 
strand In the trial of James Hargis, 
charged with complicity in the mur¬ 
der of Jaimes Ccckrlll, At Lexington, 
j and told all he knew of the pkyt to as¬ 
sassinate Cockrlll and others a* Jack- j 
son. Smith said thav when he and 
Hargis were In Frankfort Hargis of¬ 
fered to go at once to the Governor s 
offico and get Smith a pardon for all the 
I murders, to make sure that Smith would 
not be punished if he killed Oockrill, 
Marcum and Cox. Smith's story was 
corroborated tn part by the testimony 
of other witnesses, who swore that they 
saw John Abner in the window of the 
court room with Curt Jett while the 
shots were being fired. 

Columbia defeated Harvard on the 
Charles river yesterday in the first 
race betweeh the two universities In 
twenty years.

Lexington. Ky.. May 11.—[Special.]— 
The trial of James Hargis for the mur¬ 
der of James Cockrill began In earnest 
to-day. The opening addresses were 
made and the testimony begun, some of 
which proved to be new and of sensa¬ 
tional character, especially the state¬ 
ment of John Smith, that Judge Hargis 
had offered, when both were at Frank¬ 
fort, to go at onoe and got Smith a 
pardon from <^ov. Beckham in advance 
If he would kill CocWrlU. 

A. F7©yd Byrd arrived here this 
merr-lng from Hampton, where he had 
been engaged In a case, but he was too 
fetitlgued by his Journey to make the 
opening statement, and this was don© 
by Mr. Byrd's law partner, Beverly 
Jouof t. 

Mr. Jouerft spoke in a calm, dispas¬ 
sionate and earnest way, that at once 
caught and held the attention of the 
Jury. He declared Chat the prosecu¬ 
tion would show that the defendant, 
James Hargis, had displayed the most 
bitter hatred toward Cockrill, alluding 
to him as "dirty dog" and stating that 
he would not kill Cockrill himself, but 
would pay the best lawyer In the State 
to defend the man who did. 

• • « 

Would Prove Conspiracy. 

He said the prosecution did not claim 
that Hargis had personally fired the 
shots which killed Cookrill. but would 
prove that he was the prime mover In a 
conspiracy to kill Cockrill. and which 
Anally resulted In the murder cm the 
street In Jackson. July 21, 1902. Mr. 
Jouett then went carefully over the 
different steps which led up to the 
murder, from the attempt of Cockrill, 
when town marshal, to arrest Hargis 
In 1901 to the day on which Cockrill 
fell mortally wounded In tho main 
street at Jackson from bullets fired 
from the courthouse window, pointing 


that he was a direct accomplice, and the 
sole cause of his death. The first trouble 
between James Hargis and Cockrill wa* 
when the Utter who was at that time 
Town Marshall attempted to arrest Judge 
| Hargis for an alleged breach of the peace 
which occurred In the office of J. B Mar¬ 
cum. 

Judge Hargis resisted the arrest, and 
from thAt time on he was the sworn en¬ 
emy of Cockrill. Threatening Cockrill at 
the time he later made this statement 
about him: . 

• • • 

Hargis HAted Ccckrlll. 

’•Why the dirty dog has even thq, nerve 
to\lvalk In front of my store after hav¬ 
ing tried to arrest me?" This estrange¬ 
ment continued strongly on the part of 
HargU, and a few weeks 'after the at¬ 
tempted arrest, he said to S. 8 Toulbee. 
"I will not kill Jim Cockrill mys<#f. but 
I will pay for the best lawyer In the 
State to defend the man who will kill 
him, and I will set by his side through 
his trial." 

On the twenty-first of July. 1902, tHb 
three men whom he had found to do the 
work committed the deed and he has been 
employing able counsel for them and sit¬ 
ing by their side In trial ever since. We 
are to prove that the shooting was done 
by Curt Jet*. John Smith and John Abner 
and that they were hired and Instigated 
by Judge Hargis. Jim Hargis said: "I 
am d— glad ho was killed.' and when In¬ 
terviewed In Lexington on July 27, five 
days after the murder, said. "Cockrill was 
a bad man and It Is better for the cen^- 
munlfy that he Is out of the way. I am 
glad thAt he is killed, and as County 
Judge shall take no steps to find out bis 
murderer."

Smith Goes Into Detail. 

None of the witnesses w’ho were on 
the stand to-day had testified in the 
Britton trial except John Smith, and 
he gave some evidence which had not 
been brought In at the Britton trial 
which bore harder on Hargis than any 
that had been hitherto produced, as it 
gave more connectedly and In more de¬ 
tail the different steps in tho alleged 
cold-blooded conspiracy. 

The two Patricks described what they 
saw as eye witnesses of the tragedy, 
and that M. Forbes swore that he 
recognised John Abner as one of the 
assasqlns shooting from the courthouse 
window. This sustains Smith's story 
and contradicts that of Abner, which 
had been used to impeach the testimony 
of Smith. Court adjourned before 
Smith's testimony had been concluded, 
and It will be resumed Monday morn 
lng. 

The Jury to-day requested the court 
to hold night sessions so the case could 
be concluded sooner, but the attorneys 
objected and the court has not yet de 
elded the point, but held no night ses 
sion this evening,

Hargis Prompt 

When tho Circuit Court convened 
this morning at 9 o'clock to proceed 
with the trial of James Hargis for the 
murder of James Cockrill. of Jackson, 
the defendant came into court prompt¬ 
ly with Deputy Sheriff Ben Freckman. 
and the JUTy were soon In their places, 
A Floyd Byrd, who has always been 
an active member of the prosecution, 
had arrived here this morning, from 
Compton, where he has been engjged in 
a trial, and sat at tho table of the 
prosecution's attorney®. Mr. Byrd had 
been expected to make the opening 
statement for the prosecution, but he 
was too much fatigued by his trip to 
do so. and this duty developed upon 
Mr. Byrd's law partner, Beverly Jouett.

Statement For Defense. 

Judge J. R. Morton then delivered 
tho statement for tho defense. Judge 
Morton spoke substantially as followrs: 

Under the method of procedure it is 
discretionary with the defense as to 
whether the defense would make a state¬ 
ment at the present time or wait unltl 
the prosecution had completed Its tesl- 
mony. but after listening to the array of 
alleged facta he thought It better to speak 
to the Jurv at the present. The case of 
the Commonwealth seemed to show that 
Judge Hargis would be tried as being 
one of the conspirators, and he took It 
that the Commonwealth would show the 
motion for the killing when the factB 
Immediately surrounding the death of 
Cockrell. I take It that tho Jury, being 
men of Intelligence, will not believe that 
either Judge Hurds Is a martyr or a 
driveling Idiot no the prosecution would 
Ilk© to show. Judge Hargis comes of 
good, but humble people. They are in¬ 
telligent and has amassed a snug fortune 
through telr own efforts. I admlro Judge 
Hargis, and the reason I do admlro him 
Is because he Is a man of Intense devo¬ 
tion to his family. H© wn® a gentleman 
as all who knew him wtl Itesttfy. Jle 
was loyal to hts friends and there wa* 
not a minister of the Gospel who did not 
make Judge Hargis’ homo their place 
of abode. He was Impulsive, energetic, 

honest, and a friend of friends. 

• • • 

Warrant For Hargis. 

What was It then tat made Judge Cald¬ 
well Issue a warrant for the arrest of 
Judge Hargis? Does It take any stretch 
of the Imagination to see the difference 
between Judge Hargis and his enemies, 
who are now hounding him to th© lost. 
Judge Hargis was not a violator of the 
law. and when the warrant was Issued 
against him he at once surrendered to the 
authorities, but do you blame him for 
placing himself In the hands of men who 
were avowedly his enemies? When Jim 
Cockrell went after his brother Tmo. who 
killed Ben Hargis, to assist him In tho 
arrest of Judge Hargis. I think that Ju<lge 
Hargis handled himself as a man who 
wa* honest In his convictions. When you 
come to consider the testimony of some 
of the witnesses for the prosecution that 
you will attach but lttle importance to It. 
I know that some of their statcemns are 
true and that it Ib possible that Anse 
White was present at the ball trial of 
Tom Cockrell, but to believe the story 
of the Commonwealth you must unhesi¬ 
tatingly believe that Judge Hargis Is the 
meanest, crudest and most unmitigated 
scoundrel In the world, or els© tho moat 
blithering Idiot tat ever stood upon God's 
footstool.

To Summon Witnesses. 

When court convened at 2 o'clock, 
after a recess for luncheon. Sam Cock¬ 
rill, brother of James Cockrill. and 
Curt Smith, brother of John Smith, 
whose confession is one of the strong 
points of the pro«ecurtdo<n. were wworn 
In ns special bailiffs to go to Breathitt 
county and bring in some of the Absent 
witnesses for the prosecution. 

M. Foggs testified that he was in 
Jackson on the day of tho shooting and 
heard the volley of shots. He was iveur 
the courthouse and heard a voice from 
Hargis Bros.' store calling to someone, 
"Guard the courthouse." He went to 
where Cockrill had fallen,.but the lat¬ 
ter had evidently been removed. On 
his way back hie ww Curt Jett. Bill 
Britton, Jesse Spicer and Elbert Hargis 
at the courthouse. He was emphatic 
In th© statement that when the shots 
were fired he saw three men at the 
courthouse windwv from which the 
smoke was Issuing, and recognized Curt 
Jett and John Abner. 

On cross -examination he was asked 
if he was not In Jett's whisky house 
drinking with Egbert Hargis when the 
shots were fired. The witness answer¬ 
ed he did hot remember. He held to 
the statement that he saw Jett and 
Abner at the courthouse window. He 
said he saw Judge Hargis and heard 
him tell the Rev. Mr. Hines to look 
out or he would get shot. 

When Forbes was re-examined by 
Col. Allen he stated that Judge Hargis 
asked him not to give any evidence 
that would Injure Bill Britton In Mb 
trial. He stated that after the Aborting 
he attempted to go Into the courthouse, 
but that Jesse Spicer told him if he 
went up he "would gelt his head shot 
Off." Curt Jett. Hill Britton, Elbert 
Hargis and Judge Flecnor were pres¬ 
ent in the courthouse at this time.

Promised Smith Pardon. 

John Smith was next called. He 
©tn'ted that he was a resident of 
Brwthltt and had known Ed Callahan 
since he was a boy. Prior to the time 
Dr. Cox was killed he had an Inter¬ 
view with Judge Hargis at Frankfort 
relative to the consplrary. Ed Calla¬ 
han was with Hargis, and Smith told 
them he was afraid to kill Cockrill. 
The witness said Hargis then told him 
he would go to Gov. Beckham and have 
him write a pardon before he com¬ 
mitted any of the killings. 

(His neect conversation, Smith aald. 
was l-n the Hargis store, when he was 
told that the Hargis®* expected to have 
trouble with Dr. Cox, Judge Cardwell 
and the Cockrill boys, end that if they 
did not kill these men all the Hargises 
would be killed. Later on he met Ed 
CtoJlnhnn at Bt. Helens and he told 
Smith that something had to be done 
when they wend back to Jackson. 
Smith «uw Judge Hargis again, and 
he told Smith to go to a branch on 
the Kentucky river, where ho would 
meet Jes*© Spicer and John Abner.

It seems that in the German pact 
the real and Important concessions that 
hav© been made by the United States 
com© In the nature of changes in cus¬ 
toms regulations. Hereafter our 
treasury agents, wrho havo be^n 
charged with the duty of obtaining, 
secretly, evidence showing undervalu¬ 
ations. will be accredited by the State 
Department to tho German Govern¬ 
ment. Another concession iliat comes 
under the more correct classification of 
corrections of abuse is the doing away 
with the star chamber methods of tho 
appraisers. Perhaps the moat impor¬ 
tant provision In the wholo agreement 
Is the following: 

"The certificates a© to value issued 
by German Chambers of Coramerco 
shall be accepted by appraisers as com¬ 
petent evidence and b© considered by 
them In connection with such other 
evidence as may bo adduced." 

It should b© noted that this evidence 
Is not to be considered as final, but Is 
to be given due weight. These Cham¬ 
bers of Commerce are bodies uullk© any 
that we have In this country, in th&‘ 
they are quasi-governmental Institu¬ 
tions. Membership In them Is compul¬ 
sory on the part of manufacturers and 
exporters, und their dues are In tho 
nature of a tax by the Government. 
For this roason the valuations placed 
upon tho goods can reasonably be ox- 
peoted to be the true market value.

Rate Voluntarily Reduced. 

Tho Interstate Commerce Commission 
has dismissed the complaint of tho 
Holcomb-Hoyes Company versus th© 
Illinois Central Railroad Company. The 
carrier admitted that the insertion of 
a certain rate tn its tariffs, which ap¬ 
plied to the complainant's particular 
shipment of cross-ties from Hopkins¬ 
ville. Ky.. to points In Illinois, w*as th3 
result of clerical error. Subsequently 
this rat© wag voluntarily reduced by 
the carrier. Upon complaint th© car¬ 
rier expressed willingness to, pay to 
complainant tho excess crtlcctcd by 
reason of sufch error if protected by an 
orde r of tho lnterstat© Commerce Com¬ 
mission and thereupon the commission 
having substantiated the facts ordorel 

such special reparation.

WHEAT JUMPED. 


Excitement On the Chicago 
Board of Trade Follows. 


PEARS MADE FRANTIC EFFORT3 
TO GET FROM UNDER. 


PREVALENCE OF COLD WEATH¬ 
ER HOLDS BACK CROP. 


BUSINESS SWAMPS BROKERS. 


Chicago, May 11.—Excitement such as 
has not been seen on the Board of 
Trade since the “black rust” scare of 
1904 existed to-day, when wheat, which 
has boen steadily advancing for several 
days, took anoLher jump of more than 
three cents. Frantic efforts were made 
to get from under the advance by the 
bears, but they were met by a demand 
%hich came from all parts of the coun- 
t^land swept everything before it. The 
hiimmark for the July option was 
M4$iAfor September, M\c, and for De- 
cemb^ 9ft^c. All options closed very 
close to the high mark, and with the 
bullish feeling still unubuted. 

The cause of the upturn which has 
taken place. In the last few days is the 
widespread belief that the crop of win¬ 
ter wheat this year will show a nota¬ 
ble decrease as compared with that of 
l&Ofl. The prevalence of cold weather 
In the West and Northwest, which Is 
said to be holding back the crop In 
those sections, the freezing temperature 
L» the Canadian Northwest, which.. It 
Is «ud, has prevented seeding In many 
0 eotior.H. and the damage said to have 
been done in the Southwest by the In¬ 
satiable appetite of the “green bug” 
also aided the rush upward. 

It was reported here to-day from 
Winnipeg that not more than one-flf- 
t**enth of the estimated acreage had 
thus far been seeded in the province 
of Manitoba, and the weather was said 
lo be *i|j! unfavorable, with no prospect 
Df betterment for several days at least. 

The day opened with July at 88%c 
and December at 9134c. Before trading 
was fairly under way July stood at 
and December at 93Hc. The ad¬ 
vance continued steadily, with the ex¬ 
ception of the temporary set-backs, un¬ 
til the market was closed, with July at 
•lfcc and 91%c and December at 96c, 

Commission houses were overwhelmed 
with tnsiness, and for a part of the 
day it was found Impossible to trans¬ 
mit market news over the wires. s» 
heavy was the rush of buying orders. 
The demand came from all sections jf 
the country and from Now York, Pitts¬ 
burg. Minneapolis. Kansas City and St 
Louis ccme a steady stream of tele¬ 
grams, all containing the word “Buy.” 

Some of the leading houses traded in 
million* of bushels during the first half 
hour, and the activity Increased as the 
market progressed. 

The bulls at the close were claiming 
With much enthusiasm that the price of 
July wheat will soon jgo above one dol¬ 
lar, with the other options moving up 
accordingly. They bo.se their claim on 
th* presumption Ahat the crop of winter 
wheat will be about 100.000,000 busheia 
1 *8s than the crop of last year because 
Df damage, and this in the face of large¬ 
ly decreased acreage because of the 
fclow seeding of the spring wheat.

Chairman Woodruff Takes Excep¬ 
tion To the Ex-Governor’s 
Motives. 


New' York, May II.—A resolution In¬ 
dorsing Gov. Hughes for the Republic¬ 
an nomination for President, which was 
offered by Former Gov. Odell at to¬ 
day’s session of the Republican State 
Committee, was laid on the table by & 
vote of 32 to 4. Mr. Odell. George W. 
Dunn, member of the State Railroad 
Commission; Wm. Halpin, State Tax 
Commissioner, and Wm. Ten Eyck 
voted In favor of the resolution. 

In moving that Gov. Odell’s motion 
urging the nomination of Mr. Hughes 
for the presidency be tabled. Chairman 
Woodruff said: 

“I move that this resolution be ta¬ 
bled on account of the gentleman who 
Introduced it; by reason of Tils well- 
known Antipathy to the President of 
the United StAtes." 

'He added that the adoption of such 
an expression by the committee would 
place the Governor in an awkward po¬ 
sition. especially as this was no time to 
adopt such a resolution. 

Mr. Odell took exceptions to Mr. 
Woodruff’s statement, and declared 
that he believed this to be a very op¬ 
portune time for an expression of opin¬ 
ion by the Republican organisation of 
the State of New York a a tt> its choice 
for the next presidential nomination. 
His introduction of the resolution, he 
declared, waa without guile. There 
wus no further debate, and the vote 
was then taken. 

A resolution was adopted indorsing 
Gov. Hughes’ policies, ’'particularly In 
the regulation and control of public 
service corporations, ft reapporGion ment 
in conformity with the Constitution, a 
recount bill, and amendments to the 
primary and election Jaws, to the end 
that Just remedies may be provided for 
existing evils.”

Boise, Idaho, May 11.—Sheriff “Shad” 
Hodgin and seven of his deputies con¬ 
tinued 'to-day to serve the farmers of 
Ada county with notice to appear In 
Boise Monday afternoon to be ex¬ 
amined as possible Jurors In the trial 
of William C. Haywood, secretary and 
treasurer of the Westerin Federation of 
Miners. It Is the opinion of both pros¬ 
ecution and defense that twelve men 
will surely be qualified from this spe¬ 
cial panel of 100. Witnesses for the 
prosecution nave been notified to be In 
court Friday morning. This Indicates 
the belief that the trial panel will have 
been sworn in by that time. 

An Interesting development to-day 
was the service of a subpoena by the 
prosecution on Acting: Secretary Ker- 
win. of the Western Federation of 
Miners. Mr Kerwin had been In the 
city several days consulting with the 
prisoners with regard to union affairs 
and In the approaching meeting of the 
Federation in Denver on June 10. Mr. 
Kerwin stated that he expected he 
might be called us a witness for the 
defense If the prosecution developed 
any point upon which his testimony 
was needed. The attorneys for the 
State decided to summon Kerwin as 
one of their witnesses. The Federation 
official had started back to Denver, 
however, before the Deputy Sheriff 
reached him.* The subpoena was tele¬ 
graphed ahead and served at a point 
n*ar the Idaho line. Kerwin, it is said, 
expressed his willingness to return 
whenever desired. His business rela¬ 
tions with the prisoners, he also an¬ 
nounced. would require bis presence in 
Boise from time to time. 

NO RECORD OF MOYER. 

Old-Timers Do Not Remember Him 
In Black Hills Country. 

Omaha, Neb., May 11.—A special to 
the World-Herald from Lead, S. D.. 
says: 

Diligent lt\qulry falls to locate any¬ 
one who knew Charles H. Moyer In 
1886 at the time It is alleged ho Was in 
the poltet penitentiary The man who 
was postmaster at Rochford in 1886. 
where Moyer claims he was employed 
by a mining company at that time, is 
dead, and the old-time hotel keeper 
of that camp says he never knew that 
Moyer was a resident of that vicinity 
at any time. No one Identified with 
the management of • the Castle Creek 
Gold Mining Company is now a resi¬ 
dent of this city, as tho company has 
long been out of existence. Its rec¬ 
ords probably have been destroyed. 

The earliest; history obtainable of 
Moyer's residence in the Black Hills 
was in 1890. It Is claimed that he was 
one of the leaders In the Anrtie Creek 
strike of 1893, when an English mining 
company left the country* because of 
labor t roubles. _

STRUCK IN WARREN. 

Bowling Green Company Brings In 
Fine Well Classed As 
' Gusher. 


Bowling Green, Ky.. May 11—[Spe¬ 
cial.]—The Bowling Green Oil and'Gas 
Company, which has been prospecting 
for rmtuiral gtis on Drake's creek made 
a ten strike to-day In well. No 6 on 
the C. W. Porter farm. The struck 
an Immense flow of gas at u depth of 
about 2^0 feet. The flow was so strong 
that It blew the water out of the hole 
and they had to stop the drill. This 
makes six welels that have been sunk 
and four out of the six are fine pro¬ 
ducers. The last weal is said to be by 
far the best of all, and so strong \» the 
flow that it may almost be called a 
gusher. _. -Jt 


Hopkinsville, Ky.. *fay 11 .—[Special.] 
—Christian county formers, especially 
tlhoaet of the southern portion, or wheat 
belt, are very uneasy oyer the appear¬ 
ance In large numbers at army worms, 
which have already made serious in¬ 
roads upon the wheat and corn of the 
infested regions. 

Dr. J. P. Bell reported that in five 
days' time the worms devoured every 
sjwlg of wheat on a space of six acres, 
and the same amount of corn. On the 
farm of J. F. Garnett, about thirty 
acres of wheat have* been destroyed, 
nearly as much on The farm of Atkins 
& Ellis, while W. A. Glass, J. R. Caudle, 
Randolph Dade and other farmers re¬ 
port serious damage. On the farm of 
M. A. Mason the worms attacked the 
large law n In front of his residence end 
left it as clean as a floor. 

Farmers say that the worm Is al¬ 
ways preceded from a week to ten days 
by a black bird* witn yellow spots on 
the head artel wings. In all of the 
stricken localities this bird Invariably 
appeared first, and ns they have been 
«*een In large numbers in other sec¬ 
tions where the worms have not yet 
appeared, those farmers are much dis¬ 
turbed and are keeping a close lookout 
for the worm?, This Is the first sea¬ 
son In five or six years that the army 
worms have amounted to anything In 
this county. 

The worm is hatched from eggs de¬ 
posited by a fly In the straw left lying 
about on farms, and If this Is partially 
rotted so much the better. They do 
not begin to move out un/tll grown, and 
then they travel in large droves, 
spreading out and eating every sprig 
of green In their path except oats, and 
these they always give a wide berth. 
Some farmers In the county are spray¬ 
ing a solution of Paris green over tho«? 
fields where the worms have appeared, 
hoping thus to kill them out. Others 
dig trench*** across their path, and as 
the worms come to this they fall, and 
as the aides of the ditch are eloped in¬ 
ward they canhet get out. Hogs are 
then turned in and they soon make 
short work of the worms wherever they 
find them. planners who are not afflict¬ 
ed with the worms frequently lend 
their hogs to neighbors to help in the 
extermination.

Consummation of Plot. 


Abner and the witness went down to 
the branch as directed and Curt Jett 
and Elbert Hargis came down. They 
then went to the home of Elbert Hargis 
In the evening and stayed until dark. 
From there they went to the Hargis 
store; Judge Hargis, Elbert Hhrgis, Ed 
Callahan, Curt Jett, Bill Britton, Jesse 
Spicer. John Abner and Smith were 
present. About 11 o’clock that night all 
but Judge Hargis and Ed Callahan 
went over to the courthouse and be¬ 
fore leaving Judge Hargis gave them 
three rifles. 33. 38 and 44 Winchesters. 

Abner and Smith slept In the Sher¬ 
iffs office that night and the others 
went away. The next day, which was 
Monday. Ed Callahan came in about 12 
o'clock and told them that Cockrlli was 
in town.

May 1L—For the first 
time since the commencement of the 
street car strike, a week ago. the United 
Railroads to-day operated cars in pas¬ 
senger traffic. Until 5 o'clock in the 
afternoon about 1.000 men and women 
were carried. Only two of the twenty 
lines were operated. Ten cars were 
run with five minutes headway. 

Fifteen cars were run from the barn 
to Stan>on, on St&nyon to Page, to 
Devisidero, to Suiter, to Market and 
back over the same route. One hun¬ 
dred and twenty-five nonunion motor- 
men and conductors manned these cars. 

About 500 police guarded the streets. 
Acts of violence occurred at various 
points, and hoots and Jeers were min¬ 
gled with cheers and shouts of ap¬ 
proval. but no serious outbreaks fol¬ 
lowed this first attempt to resume op¬ 
eration.

TREASURED RELICS. 


HOMELY CONFEDERATE STAMPS 
RARE EVEN TO COLLECTORS. 


Provisional Issues and Envelopes In¬ 
clude One Hundred ai}d Forty- 
four Varieties. 


[New H&ven Union.] 

Among the rarest of pontage stamps 
are homejy Confederate Issues used on 
lettera transported through the South 
In the early days of the Civil War. 
Nearly every one of them is unplea«ing 
to the eye. yet they are treasured spe¬ 
cimens In the collections of those for¬ 
tunate enough to possess them. 

At the beginning of the war no regu¬ 
lar Confederate stamps were on hand, 
and the postmasters were authorized 
to receive money In payment on the 
postage on letters to be forwarded. 
Small change was ecarce, and in order 


to facilitate matters postmasters is¬ 
sued local stamps of tnelr own design 
and sold them to patrons a number at 
a time. These stamps could thereafter 
be presented to the postmaster in pay¬ 
ment of postage. 

Confederate provisional stamps and 
envelopes include 144 different varie¬ 
ties, and the majority are held at a 
very high premium. Of many varlet'es 
not more than one specimen is known, 
although It Is not a*’ all Improbable 
that other specimens of some of these 
rarities are now resting on old war¬ 
time letters, stowed away and forgot¬ 
ten. 

So scarce are the stamps and so 
rarely do they come up for sale that 
the standard catalogues do not men¬ 
tion the prices at which they are held. 
When a specimen doew come to 1 ght 
It usually changes hands at a private 
sale, and thus not even expert collec¬ 
tors are always aware of the approxi¬ 
mate value of rare Issues. In what 
follows most of the estimates of the 
value of the stamps mentioned were 
supplied by E. M. Carpenter and A. 
W. Batcheller. 

Leading the rare Confederate stamps 


are the issues of Goliad, Tex. Eight 
varieties are known. All are practic¬ 
ally unobt avertible. 

The scarcest ore the flve-cent gray 
and the XO-cent red. with the name 
"Goliad" misspelled at the top of a 
square of ornamental type border. In 
' the center Is the denomination, either 
I " 5 " or ” 10 ." at the bottom being the 
word "postage." At the left-hand side 
is the name of the postmaster. "J. A. 
Clarke." On the opposite side Is the 
word " postmaster." 

Both of these rarities are valued at 
| $l,5f0. Another variety, of the denom¬ 
ination of five and ten cents, without 
the name of the postmaster. Is valued 
at 81.W0 when It appears on pink paper, 
while on ordinary paper a specimen 
Is quoted at 8500. The flve-cent and 
the ten-cent dark blue are likewise 
valued at 1500 apiece. 

In the $1,500 class Is a flve-cent blue 
stamp issued at Livingston, Ala. It Is 
rather ornamental in pattern. At 
either side Is the Inscription. "Liv¬ 
ingston Postmaster." In the center on 
a Shield is the numeral "5," with a sun 
arid spreading rays overhead, while at 
the extreme top and bottom are the 


words, **Paidf’ and **^nt 8 .* 


Also of the same value Is rated the 
two-ccnt gray green stamps of Ma¬ 
con, Ga. This shows the words "Two 
Cents" in the center of a small rec¬ 
tangular etam$ of ornate border. The 
1 stamp is unpretentious in design, but is 
the scarcest of ail trfc stamps issued 
at Macon. 

Three other types were issued at 
Macon, all of the denominations o«f 
five cents. The design was somewhat, 
alike—square frames of typeset border, 
with the words "Five Cents" In two 
lines. One design conta'ned the addl- ; 
tlonnl words. "Postmaster, Macon. 
Ga."

the contracts for fitting the courthoure 
with steel furniture and fixtures An 
Inquiry Into the unsatisfactory progress 
of the work In Installing the steel fix¬ 
tures i n the Circuit Clerk’s office and 
the condition surrounding the contract 
Is also on foot. , 

The committee consists of Magistrate 
Edward O'Connor as chairman and 
Magistrates Hoffnrvan, Megiemry. Dor¬ 
sey and Robb as associates, and the 
probabilities are thj.t it will be some 
time before Its work is completed. The 
Bankers’ Construction Company drew 
the plans for the Circuit Clerk's office 
contract which was let fourteen months 
ago to the Art Metal Construetldn Com¬ 
pany, and calls for an expenditure of 
$54,COO. 

Fome time ago tfye Fiscal Court de¬ 
termined to Install steel fixtures In the 
County Clerk's office also at an esti¬ 
mated cost of $60,COO, and employed 
the Bankers’ Construction Company to 
make the plans. The bids we$? to have 
been opened last Tuesday, but the court 
decided to reject them before they were 
considered. Only one bid was found In 
the Clerk’s box. and thl^ was offered 
by the Art Metal Construction Com¬ 
pany. At County Attorney Bingham's 
suggestion the court then determined to 
ascertain whether there was any ar* 
rangement existing between the two 
concerns by which outside steel furni¬ 
ture companies were to be frozen out. 

Max S. Goldsmith, who is president 
of the Bankers* Construction Company, 
w'as the only witness examined yester¬ 
day. At the conclusion of his testi¬ 
mony iho committee adjourned until 
May 25 In order to give both sides fur- 
Uier time to prepare and because Mr. 
Bingham will be out of the city May zz. 

When the committee convened. Ben¬ 
jamin F. Washer and Norton L. Gold¬ 
smith appeared as representing the 
Bankers' Construction Company. 
Messrs. Bingham and R. L. Page 
handled the county’s side of the case.'

Chairman O’Connor first culled for 
the charges which were <to be consid¬ 
ered and Mr. Bingham reread the re¬ 
port which he had made to the Fiscal 
Court on the subject la*t Tuesday.

He also re¬ 
fused to produce the bid. and Chairman ;

J'Jrgham’s request that he do so. Mr.

The witness denied that the Bankers’ 
Const ruction Company ever specified 
any devices exclusively controlled by 
the Art Metal Construction Company.

Among some tbero was more of & de¬ 
termination shown to do something, 
and talk of an Independent company 
was again revived. , A company was 
Incorporated several month* ago, but 
those who were In it say further action 
was cut off by the Cumberland Com¬ 
pany announcing & free service to 
fjoulsvlUe. The Incorporators begun 
to get busy again yesterday, and last 
right there was considerable talk of 
beginning to solicit subscriptions to the 
capital stock. Some of those who are 
named la the Incorporation papers are 
Influential men of means. 

The suspending of the freo list fol¬ 
lows In the wake of Increased prices 
for service given to now subscribers, 
but so for the old ones haw been let 
alone. Under the new rates the cost 
to new subscribers for residence tele¬ 
phones has been Increased from 11.50 
per month to 1 C on single lines, and 
from II to 11.50 on party lines. Busi¬ 
ness houses heretofore paid $3.76 per 
month, and the rate has been Increased 
to $S.fJ0 to new subscribers. There was 
a time In Jeffersonville when ft resi¬ 
dence telephone cost but $1 per month. 
There is so much dlaaa’tiefacriton over 
the proposed action that the City Coun¬ 
cil, K Is said, will be asked to take up 
the question and see If something can¬ 
not be done to prevent the change. 

Kush For Low Rate Tickets. 

Such a busy day as yesterday has not 
been experienced in years ny the Louis¬ 
ville and Jeffersonville Ferry Company, 
when cash rolled Into the Jeffersonville 
office so fast that those who desired to 
spend their money could hardly be ac¬ 
commodated with tickets for animals 
and vehicles. Last night It was esti¬ 
mated that $ 8,000 had been taken in dur¬ 
ing the day. and there were few persons 
who use the lino to any great extent 
who were not well provided with trans¬ 
portation for their teams and wagons.

Eleven Each Succumb To Pneu¬ 
monia and Tuberculosis. 


Deaths exceeded births by thirty-two 
during the week which camo to a close 
May 9. There wo* a total of ninety-five 
deaths, and only sixty-three births. Elev¬ 
en persons died of tuberculosis, eleven of 
pneumonia, five of heart disease, five of 
apoplexy and three of typhoid fever. Nine 
persons came to death by violence and 
seven persons died of old age. 

Of the total number of persons who died 
during the week, fifty-thtee were male* 
and forty-two were females, fifty-eight 
were white and thirty-seven were colored. 
Of the births thirty-two were males and 
thirty-one were females, fifty-four were 
white and nine were colored.

OF FIFTEEN 


While the United States is consider¬ 
ed one grand country, and is so far as foreign 

Powers are concerned, its component parts— 
its States—often vary greatly in customs and 
in laws, and few persons, even those engaged 
in the legal profession, realize the great dif¬ 
ference in the laws relative to life insurance. 

The controversy in the East two years 
ago at first appeared to be but a private quar¬ 
rel between a grand old man, who regarded 
the honor of his company as he did his own 
and a pampered incompetent, known only as 
the “son of the old man,” and for.a while only 
those directly concerned paid any attention 
to it; but it grew, others were brought into 
the fight, and the insurance departments of 
different States saw the necessity for an in¬ 
vestigation. 

New York, feeling that she must act and 
and act promptly, went to the other extreme 
and passed the Armstrong law, which con¬ 
tains provisions that cannot be justly en¬ 
forced, and while this was in progress the 
South and West “sat up and took notice.” 

We are informed that our own Commis¬ 
sioner, Henry J. Prewitt, and his neighbor, 
Reau Folk, of Tennessee, started the inves¬ 
tigation that resulted in'the formation of the 
“Committee of Fifteen.” 

In February, 1906, a conference of Gov¬ 
ernors, Attorneys General and Insurance 
Commissioners of the various States and 
Territories was held at Chicago to consider 
the life insurance situation in the United 
States and to take steps looking toward uni¬ 
form and remedial legislation throughout 
this country. Gov. John A. Johnson, of Min¬ 
nesota, was elected chairman and Frederick 
H. Nash, of Massachusetts, secretary of the 
conference. 

Another meeting was held in St. Paul in 
August, still another in Washington, t). C., 
in October and a final meeting in Chicago No¬ 
vember 12th to 17th, when Uniform Laws and 
Standard Policies were drafted to be pre¬ 
sented to the following States for passage:

, breakers during the day. The first oo- 
curred on the Italian pier, at West Thir¬ 
ty-fourth street. Several hundred 
striker* rushed through the doors of the 
I pier house and drove 150 Italian strike¬ 
breakers off the pier, beating a num¬ 
ber of them. One Italian was seriously 
hurt. Two policemen were powerless to 
stop the affray. 

Another riot took place at West 
Twenty-fourth street, where strikers at¬ 
tacked the pier of the Panama Line. 
They were dispersed by the police be¬ 
fore anyone was seriously injured. West 
j street, which runs along the Hudison 
river, is benlg newly paved with gran¬ 
ite blocks, and many heavy missiles 
were used. 

"When the strikebreakers left the piers 
at Hoboken at 6 o'clock a third riot 
occurred. Longshoremen employed by 
the North German Lloyd refused to 
strike with the others, and they were 
attacked. Many were badly beaten and 
the police used their clubs freely. The 
police guard at the Hoboken piers has 
been enlarged, as more trouble Is feared.

Prof. Berrett Says Discharges Seem 
To Indicate Strong Erup¬ 
tions Are Coming. 


THREE RIOTOUS OUTBREAKS. 

Crisis Seems To Be Approaching In 
Longshoremen’s Strike. 

New York, May 11.—To-day’s events 
Indicate that the crisis in the long¬ 
shoremen's strike Is approaching. The 
ten or twelve thousands men who are 
but are apparently nearing the Limit 
of their patience, and both sides Hro 
waiting for what promisee to be the 
final struggle. Police reserves at all 
precincts near the water front have 
been doubled and many of the dinners 
that usually follow the police parade, 
which took place to-day, were called 
off to-night. 

The steamship Umbria of the Cunaid 
Line. New York, of American Line. 
Koenlgen Lulae, North German Llovd 
and tho Vaderiand, Red Star Line, got 
away o ntlme in the forenoon. They 
all sailed light. Tho Carmania, of the 
Italian Line, which was scheduled to 
Ball, la still at her pier, a riot th^re 
this morning driving away all of the 
strike-breakers who were at work on 
the vessel. 

The Scandinavian-American Line hns 
announced that the steamer Florida, 
which la due to-night, would he sent 
to Philadelphia to unload. Other lines 
declare that If thery an* not able to 
secure men here to handle the cargoes 
their ships will be diverted to other 
ports.

Messlna. Sicily. May 31.—Frank A. 
Perrett. of New York, assistant direc¬ 
tor of the royal observatory on Ml 
Vesuvius and tho companion of Prof. 
Matteuccl, the director of the observu- 
tory. during the eruption of Vesuvius 
In April, 1906. returned her to-day 
after having visited Mounts Etna and 
Stromboll. He said: 

"The disturbances much resemble 
those which preceded tho eruption of 
Mt. Vesuvius last year. Th^ smoke Is 
more dense and tho lynamlo force In 
the main craters has Increased. The 
roaring of the volcanoes and the \ ta¬ 
lent discharges give the Impression that 
strong eruptions are imminent.** 

New craters have opened in Mounts 
Aetna and Stromboll, whose eruptions 
are Increasing. 

The observatories or Messina and 
Catania continue to register earth 
shocks, but they are very light. 

Tho alarm of the population of this 
Island Is growing. 

A portion of the main crater of 
Stromboll has fallen in. causing a more 
active eruption. It seems to have af¬ 
fected the sea, which Is most agitated 
near the Island. Scientists have ex¬ 
pressed the opinion that possibly a sub¬ 
marine crater may have opened, and 
that it Is causing the aquatic disturb¬ 
ance.

Flcmingsburg, Ky.. May 11.—[Spe¬ 
cial.]—Out of the twenty persons In¬ 
jured in tho C.. F. and A. wreck near 
here last evening throe are in a critical 
condition and are not expected to^Ilve. 

They are Mrs. Emella Snodgrass, con¬ 
cussion of the brain, unconscious; Mrs. 
Harry Thomas. Internal Injuries; Clar¬ 
ence Browning, fireman, concussion of 
brain, unconscious. 

Mrs. Charles B. Rankins is also se¬ 
riously injured, having both arms 
broken and a dislocated shoulder. 

Miss Ada Newman is seriously in¬ 
jured. with compound fracture of the 
thilgh. 

Brakeman Matt Bramel nlso has a 


broken leg, Internal injuries, and may 
not recover. 

The other injured are resting easy 
and will soon recover. 

The unknown dead man lost night 
was identified as Thomas A. Fowles. 
a lumber dealer of Morehead. HU re¬ 
main* and those of Harry Thomas, of 
Covington, were to-day sent to their 
respective homes. 

An examination’of the collapsed tres¬ 
tle shows that It was In a rotten con¬ 
dition. 6. S. Bush, president of the 
road, arrived this afternoon from 
Louisville and gave orders that no ex¬ 
pense be spared to care for the dead 
and injured? He stated thait five train¬ 
ed nurses would arrive to-night from 
Louisville and Lexington to look after I 


the injured. As yet no attempt has 
been made to remove the wreckage 
and no trains are running to Hillsboro. 
Hundreds of people have come to town 
to hear of the disaster and to view" the 
wreckage. 

Engineer Ivlrby Moore felt the bridge 
totter before It fell and started to 
Jump. Realizing it was falling on the 
Bide from which he was Jumping he 
turned for the ok her side and was car¬ 
ried down with the engine, but, strange 
to say, he was not badly Injured. Tho 
only uninjured person was the two- 
year-old baby of Mrs. Thomas, which 
came out without a scratch, though its 
father was killed and mother critically 
injured. Relatives of tne Injured and 
dead are here from Covington, where 
the most of them reside.

When Gotl Kuroki and his staff of 
naval and military aides come to visit 
the Jamestown Exposition they will 
doubtless be impressed. Since no Jap¬ 
anese ever allows anyone to know w hat 
his Impressions really are, the exposi¬ 
tion officials and the officers over at 
Fortress Monroo will have to accept the 
delicately turned compliments that will 
be inevitable ah genuine. Plans that 
are beginning to take shape for the 
reception of the distinguished fighter 
from the Orient seem to guarantee that 
the General will keep to himself a 
mental reservation that Is at least fa¬ 
vorable. 

By virtue of his rank and occupa¬ 
tion, Gen. Kuroki will be to a great 
extent monopolized by tho army during 
his stay here. The Chamberlin at Old 
Point Comfort will probably be made 
his official lodging place, and the offi¬ 
cers* quarters in the fort will see much 
of him. 

When the General arrives the Jap¬ 
anese cruisers Chitose and Tsukuha 
will be at anchor in the double line 
of ships out In Hampton Roads. They 
are expected some day this wevk. In 
order that the leader of the triumphant 
third army may not feel his Isolation 
among the contingent of American 
army and naval officers, most of the 
functions that Are being planned for 
his entertainment Include the presence 
of the first officers from the Japanese 
cruisers. 

Col Harrison, In command of F*»rt- 
ress Monroe, will order a genera! pa¬ 
rade of the garrison for the General a 
beneflt. 

Gen. Orapt Is expected to come down 
from Washington to represent the army 
of the United States In the reception 
of the Japanese visitors. His plans 
are not known, but It 1« said over at 
Fortress Monroe that very probably 
there will be another review on Lee 
Parade over at tho exposition grounds, 
iuch as was held before the President 
on the opening day, In which the In¬ 
fantry and artillery stationed near the 
exposition grounds and the marines 
and Jackies from the American fleet 
will participate. ... . _ ^ 

The exposition officials will give Oen. 
Kuroki a formal welcome and the 
freedom of the grounds, which will, 
of course, include permission to In¬ 
spect the excellent steam roller ser¬ 
vice which can be seen *>n Powhatan 
street anv hour of tne day, and the 
privilege of taking in the two shows 
on the Wnrpath. which are now» giving 
dailv exhibitions. ,

miss. In the naval building there is 
a demonstration of operating floating 
mines.

SONG BIRDS. 


/ 


l Edward B. Clark ln St. Louis Time* ] 
Early explorers of America tarried 
back with them to Europe stories of a 
bird which sang more sweetly than the 
nightingale. Europe only half be¬ 
lieved. and to-day after the .apse of 
centuries It is only half convinced. 

It was the Southern mocker. Itahrd In 
the clearings and along the green 
banks of the water course, which 
chuined the attention of the music-lov. 
Ing Spaniard. The mocking bird sings 
as sweetly to-day as It sang when Do 
Soto Journeying westward listened all 
the way to Its music. 

Even since the day when its notes 


were first heard by the ears of the 
pioneers the human singers have been 
trying to catch the inspiration of the 
mocker's song and to do it justice In 
poetry. The human singers never fully 
have succeeded. The mocker |« the 
moftt versatile of all the woodland 
choir. He can, If he will, touch harsh¬ 
ness. as he touches harmony, and at 
times the admiration of the listener Is 
more for the bird’s variety than for Its 
melody. 


No mocking bird In all the range of 
its performance ever equaled In pure 
music the hymnlike notes of the her¬ 
mit thrush, but yet the moekor Is by 
far the greater. If not the more ap¬ 
pealing singer. When the bird con¬ 
iines Itself to the notes which are its 
own by birthright. Its native notes ns It 
were, there Is a trace of nothing save 
an exalting measure. The bird, how¬ 
ever, Is a bom borrower, and to that 
with which nature has endowed It there 


is constantly being added the belong¬ 
ings of others. 

It Is Interesting to read the accounts 
of the mocking birds’ songs as set 
down by the eanly arnithologlsts. Au¬ 
dubon, Wilson and Nutall listened to 
the mocker and were In turn moved to 
sing, even though they did their sing¬ 
ing ln prose. Some of the fathers of 
bird science In America nearly ex¬ 
hausted the supply of adjectives in the 
English language in their endeavor to 
give their readers adequate descrip¬ 
tion of the song of the mocking bird. 
One solo heard amid surroundings of a 
Southern spring drives from the mem. 
ory all thoughts of human praise of the 
bird’s voice and the song itself remains 
to take their place. 

There Is a luxuriance In the singing 
of the mocker and the proper sotting 
for song is warmth and luxuriance of 


as far north as Illinois and Massachu¬ 
setts and In the northward passage il 
loses nothing of sweetness from Its 
song. 

A few' years ago the Audubon socie¬ 
ties of the Northern States began to 
receive letters from the women of the 
Southland telling of the gradual dis¬ 
appearance of the mocker from locali¬ 
ties where once its song had been heard 
from every tree and thicket. The let¬ 
ters tojd of the robbing of the nests of 
the birds In order that the young might 
be sold In the great Northern cities. 

The Audubon societies took up tho 
plea of the Southern women that the 
traffic in the mockers might be stopped 
and they succeeded In a large measure 
In putting a stop to the sale of song¬ 
sters In the Northern markets. The 
song of a mocking bird caged and of a 
mocking bird at liberty are as different 


the 8outh. The bird, however, does notj as are the spirits of slavery and of 
entirely neglect the music lovers of the i freedom. 

North. It sings and nests occasionally I It would be a task of days to give 


adequate Information of all that has 
been written concerning the song of the 
Southern mocking bird. Paul Hamil¬ 
ton Hayne lived with the bird and he 
caught the acstasy of its song. Wil¬ 
liam Henry Tlmrod. like Hayne, a 
Southern singer, also caught the in¬ 
spiration of the bird’s note. The South¬ 
ern poets, as would seem both natural 
and right, have caught best the flno 
frenzy of this singer of the Southern 
forests.

ESTRANGEMENT DOES NOT CON¬ 
STITUTE LEGAL SEPARATION. 


HOSE GREEN CLUB BALL FIG¬ 
URES IN DIVORCE SUIT. 


SEVEN DIVORCESARE GRANTED 


Judge Shackelford Miller decided yes¬ 
terday that a man cannot live In the 
name house with his wife though theje 
be complete estrangement between 
them during a period of five yeori and 
be legally regarded as living separate 
and apart. The question arose in the 
suit for divorce brought by Dr. Klias 
S. Frey against Rosa Mary Frey, In 
which lie asked for an absolute decree 
and averred that ho and his wife had 
lived in complete separation for nve 
years, from August 27. luui. 

However, the proof showed that while 
marital relations between thorn had 
ceased to exist, they both resided at 
Dr. Frey’s home, at Eighteenth sue-t 
and Ormsby avenue, all the time. They 
have live children, the oldest of whom 
Is twenty years of age. The evidence 
showed that the entire family ate at 
the same table, but that husband and 
wife did not speak to one another and 
occupied separate apartments. 

After bringing his suit for divorce 
Dr. Frey removed to another house 
on the same block, where he now' lives 
and maintains his office. When a year 
from the time of his departure from 
tho house had elapsed his wife filed 
a counterclaim and cross-petition, ask¬ 
ing divorce on the ground of abandon¬ 
ment. In this contention she is sus¬ 
tained by Judge Miller and given the 
decree. 

The custody of the children and dis¬ 
agreement as to property rights may 
cause further litigation between the 
couple, each of whom, it is said, holds 
realty worth about $ 21 * 000 . it j s as¬ 
serted that Dr. Frey will sue to re¬ 
cover land he formerly conveyed to 
his wife.

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Ignorant About Mose Green Ball. 

In ruling on the divorce suit brought 
by Clinton M. Hussey against Anna 
Hussey, In which Improper conduct is 
charged. Judge Kirby declared that his 
court could take no Judicial knowledge 
of what happened at a Mose Green 
ball, and for this reason the plaintiff 
must be required to make his petition 
more definite. The petition alleges that 
the defendant had gone to a Mose 
Green ball with a man unknown to 
the plaintiff and without his consent. 

It was presumed by the plaintiff that 
this would be enough to establish his 
charge. As the court has no Informa¬ 
tion on the subject it remains for the 
plaintiff to show whether the attend¬ 
ance of the defendant upon a Mose 
Green ball constituted a reflection upon 
her character.

Minneapolis is a rmiwter city when it 
comes to conventions. It has invented 
a method for handling national gather¬ 
ings which Is worth study. Instead of 
creating a temporary organization for 
each event, executive control is placed 
In the han’ds of the Minneapolis Com¬ 
mercial Club, which through long ex¬ 
perience has learned how to handUe 
such public meetings. This plan has 
been In operation for five years and 
stood Its severest test In 1906 when the 
club took entire charge of local ar¬ 
rangements for the National Encamp¬ 
ment for tho Grand Army of the Re¬ 
public, which brought 206.000 visitors 
tx> the city. This year it Is the National 
Conference of Charities ami Correc¬ 
tion which meet & in the Minnesota 
city from June 9 to 12. For over a 
third of a century several hundred men 
and women from all i>arta of the Unit¬ 
ed Stales have been gettlrtg together 
once n year In this great conference of 
charitable work and social advance. At 
Philadelphia laM year 1.400 attended. 

The club Is a dual organization, hav¬ 
ing well-appointed quarters where, the 
privileges of club life are afforded its 
twelve hundred members while it main¬ 
tains at the same time a department 
for the promotion of the welfare of the 
city. This public department is under 
the dimetion of a committee of twenty 
on Public Affairs, and offices are main¬ 
tained with an official in charge, styled 
"The Commissioner of Public Affairs." 
While there are in the city other or¬ 
ganizations with membership confined 
to those engaged in certain lines, the 
Commercial Club Is the representative 
commercial organization and the chief 
factor In all movements for the de¬ 
velopment of the city along all lines. 
Each mcmlber of the Public Affairs 
Commi ttee is chairman of a su'bcommit- 
tee on some particular branch of the 
club’s work. Thus there ar$ commit¬ 
tees upon city affairs. Jobbing, manu¬ 
facturing, retail trade, civic improve¬ 
ment and other features of public work. 

• • • 

Defraying Expenses. 

Tho two committees which have to 
do with the entertainment of con¬ 
ventions are tho Committees of Fi¬ 
nance and Public ^Entertainment. 
The former committee at the be¬ 
ginning of each year secures by 
popular subscription the funds neces¬ 
sary to carry whatever financial burden 
devolves upon the club In connection 
with the various conventions scheduled 
for the year. In some cases ail of the; 
expenses of the various conventions is 
borne* by the club, while in other cases 
where there Is a strong local organiza¬ 
tion Interested in the proper care of 
a particular convention,* It Is expected 
to aid in defraying tho expenses. By 
means of this plan, parties Interested 
are called upon but once a year for 
funds for convention use and they have 
fuund this of very great advantage, 
saving them some money and freeing 
them from the annoyance of frequent 
solicitations. 

The Committee on Public Entertain¬ 
ment becomes the executive committee 
In charge of all conventions. It de¬ 
termines all of the principal nmtters 
relating to each convention, but leaves 
much of the planning und working out 
of details to subcommittees. These sub¬ 


committees are named for each con¬ 
vention and are made up from citi¬ 
zens having a epcclal interest in the 
visitors to whose convenience and 
pleasure they will contribute by such 
service as they are asked to give. 

The Public Entertainment Commit¬ 
tee is made up at the beginning of the 
club's fiscal year and Is so constitut¬ 
ed ns to bring Into Its membership 
members of the club Interested In each 
convention scheduled for the year. This 
year it has as chairman A. E. Zonn»\ 
who is one of the directors of the As¬ 
sociated Charities; Frank L. McVey, 
president of the Associated^Charities, 
and J. D. Holtzermann, a member of 
the Department of Charities and Cor¬ 
rection. While this committee has ex¬ 
ecutive charge and all local arrange¬ 
ments for the conference must be con¬ 
firmed by It, a number of other com¬ 
mittees have been created for special 
work. John A. Johnson, Governor of 
Minnesota, heads an Advisory Commit¬ 
tee. consisting of thirty prominent 
citizens of the State and city inter¬ 
ested in charitable movements, and 
from this committee many suggestions 
regarding t’he conference have been re¬ 
ceived. 

This National Conference of Charities 
and Corrections is a sort of school of 
philanthropy and civics where those In 
attendance gain valuable Instruction 
and Inspiration. 

The reocnH development of phllan- 
Ciroplc work has been remarkable. 
First there were State institutions for 
The adult; later institutions for the 
child ivtrrled the work of prevention 
bark one step. The latest development 
has been back from the child In the 
Institution to tho dhild In the commu¬ 
nity. tihe work of prevention done by 
chill labor law's. Juvenile courts, and 
Industrial education. Of the nine 
standing commirtteee of the conference 
this year, five—legislation. State su¬ 
pervision. Insane and epileptic, the de¬ 
fective, prison and police administra¬ 
tion—emphasize the Imrportance of the 
problems of State care; while commit¬ 
tees on children, on needy' ftumllles 
“their homos and neighborhoods.” on 
'•the promotion of health in home, 
school and factory,” and on working- 
men's insurance further show the 
6*tr *ngth of the new movement of pre¬ 
vention.

Other Meetings. 


The Nationtal Conference on the Ed¬ 
ucation of Backward, Truant and De¬ 
linquent Children will also hold Its an¬ 
nual session In Minneapolis on June 10 
and II. and the National Children's 
Home Finding 8ocde*y will convene on 
June 20 and 21, »o that in reality there 
will be a continued conference on 
charitable work from June 10 to 21. 

The opening session of tho Confer¬ 
ence of Charities will be held on 
Wednesday evening, June 12, at 8 
o'clock In Mlnnea nils' magnificent 
auditorium, and on Sunday afternoon, 
June 16, at the same place the annual 
conference sermon will be delivered by 
Archbishop Ireland. The remaining 
sessions will be held in the cl tv and 
county building, where there are htlf 
a dozen available rooms with seating 
rapacity ranging from two to eight 
hundred. 

In the fiolrliK of work covered by the 
cv>n.fcr«mrce Minneapolis has mudo com¬ 
mendable progress. Its dopa-rtmem of 
Charities and Correction maintains a 
city hospital and workhouse and op¬ 
erates a sorvfce for the poor. The As¬ 
sociated Charities, supported in Its 
work by private hu bwrlpilons, )m the 
leading private charitable organization. 
Numerous private hospitals, an orphan 
asylum, the Pillsbury Settlement House 
and other Institutions show* the spirit 
of Us citizenship.

Noted Mexican Castle To Be Abandoned Or Rebuilt. 



Mexico City. Mox.. May 11.—[Special. J— 
The Castle of Chapultepee, the official 
summer residence of the President of 
Mexico, is to be either rebuilt or aban¬ 
doned entirely and another and more 
modern homo erected by the Government 
for its Chief Executive. This same thing 
was talked of about sixteen years ngo. 
At that time Jay Gould visited Mexico In 
search of a climate that would benefit 
his falling health. It was stated in pub¬ 


lished dispatches that he offered Presi¬ 
dent Diaz $6,000,000 for the Castle of 
Chapulte<pec with the view of making It 
his notne during a portion of each year. 
The offer was reused. 

This ancient castle is the most noted 
and historical edifice In Mexico. It ha* a 
history dating far hack Into the day® when 
Mexico w.is ruled by Spanish Viceroys. 

The Castle of Chapultepec has been vla- 
tted by thousands of American tourists. 
It is one of the chief points of Interest to 
the visitor to Mexico City. It Is sur¬ 
rounded by beautiful grounds.

The Assembly has Just passed a meas¬ 
ure permitting hotels having a certain 
number of looms to sell tiquor even 
within 200 feet of a church. This meas¬ 
ure has b«.♦•n Introduced in the interest 
of the Hotel Gotham. Us proprietor, 
Frank Bennett, was formerly connect¬ 
ed with the Arlington at Washington, 
-and la a per tonal friend of S^iyitor 
Platt. The latter exerted hls Influence 
the In.s: Legislature and. while 
the hill passed both houecs. It was 
nevertheless vetoed by Gov Higgins. 
Neither lhe Gotham nor the St. Regia 
received a warm welcome from the 
neighborhood. William Rockeftdler and 
other n« ighbors of the latter fought Its 
erection at every point. They sought 
to prevent the St. Regis from getting 
a liquor llcenae. too, upon the ground 
that k was within 2 C 0 feet of the 
church on the northwest corner. As a 
result the management put the caTe In 
an out-of-the-way part of the building. 
The Gotham Is qcross the street from 
the church and every part of It within 
2 C 0 feet. While, of course, it has no 
liquor license at present there Is whis¬ 
pering that the University Club on the 
Fifty-fourth street corner has come to 
the rescue of th* hotel and supplies the 
guests with anything in the line 
liquor they desire.

My attention has been recently called 
to several protests made on the part ol 
parents, through tho columns cf the press, 
against manual training in the low r er 
grades of our city schools. 

Nuw. 1 think the Am thing that par¬ 
ents ought to recognize '.s the fact that 
manual training has b^en introduced into 
our schools b-rauae of a very great pop¬ 
ular drroand that our pchools should be 
brought up to the standard of schools in 
oth^r cities of our sire. 

To leave manual training out of our 
schools would be to ignore a form ol 
training that hn» been tested for several 
years and has met the approval of the 
best educators of the world. 

it Is u branch of education that we have 
neglected ul together too long, and as a 
tcsult A me than* arb i people cf un¬ 
trained hands. Statistics regarding the 
Industries and trade* in America fehow 
that th* majority of skilled workmen arc 
foreigners and this because they huve 
had their hards as well as their heads 
trained, while Americans have simply hud 
their heads crammed at tho expMN of 
both hands and hearts. 

President Roosevelt, in hls last message 
to Congress, said that this country did 
not hav.- to fear the competition of paup *: 
labor as much as It has to fear tn«- ed¬ 
ucated labor of specially trained compeii- 
tors, and that we must have tho educa* 
tlcn of the hand, the eye, nnd the head 
to meet such competition. 

New, this training of the hand, the eye 
and the head cannot begin too soon. It 
must not be left for Manmtl Training 
H.gh Schools and Trade Schools, of 
which, alas! we have so few, but must 
be from the very first grade. 

The charge h;u» been made by parents 
that the articles upon which the children 
ore wasting their time In making are the 
meresL trash, fit only for the waste bas¬ 
ket Well, ft seems to me thet the cruder 
the finished article Is. the more evident is 
the necessity of training the little hands 
that made It. 

To tlwc parents who are making a 
fctlrh of what they call mental training, 
let me sav that there is just as much 
mental training In the making of a basket 
as In the doing of a sum. Patience, per¬ 
severance and precision are as much de¬ 
veloped by the one as by the other. 

Besides this a little manual training 
each di*y Is a very satisfactory relaxa¬ 
tion. and relaxation of some sort Is abso¬ 
lutely necessary for every normal child. 
No child is bad from pure ugliness, but 
vital energy must find an on I let some¬ 
where and humdrum brain work with no 
change sets the nervous system all agog 
For my part I see no excuse for parents 
object hi g to having the natural activity 
of their children developed Into industry 
rather than Into mere mischief and dis¬ 
order; 

At the present time, manual training In 
our schools may not be as effective as it 
might be. It haa not become ns system¬ 
atized and as nicely adjusted to other 
work as It will be later The teachers for 
the most part have had no special train¬ 
ing along this line and are not skilled In 
the art’ They must become trained 
through the work with the children. Un¬ 
fortunately teachers have toq many pu¬ 
pils to properly supervise in work of this 
sort, but all that wo hope will be cor¬ 
rected In time. 

In conclusion, let me say that T am the 
mother of small children In the lower 
grades of our city schools and my great¬ 
est Interest Is In watching their work 
One thing I have particularly noticed and 
that is that on the dAys they have a little 
diversion In the way of manual training 
they come heme less tired, less nervous, 
happier, and with & keener Interest in 
school work, than on other days of the 
week. . 

8 o you may put me down os one mother 
who not only approves of th© Umo taken 
from reading, writing, and arithmetic and 
given to manual training, but I would be 
glad to see the three B» deprived of a 
Ilttl© more time In order to give It to 
physical training. 

We should not try to "cover ipound In 
our public schools, but to develop© char¬

Awaits General Convention 
of Episcopal Church. 


IMPROVED CANON ON DIVORCE 
AND REMARRIAGE DESIRED. 


COURT OF APPEAL AND THE 
NEGRO DEMAND ATTENTION. 


DOINGS OF RELIGIOUS WORLD. 



Clerical and lay leaders in the Epis¬ 
copal Church are discussing with some 
vigor the important questions to be de¬ 
cided at the General Convention to bo 
held at Richmond. Va., in October. All 
are agreed In Baying that the throe 
things which are most pressing for ac¬ 
tion are a canon on remarriage, popu¬ 
larly known as the canon on marriage 
and divorce; the creation of a court of 
appeal, and the negro, what to do for 
him, and how to constitute the Episco¬ 
pal Church in such manner that It may 
do most for him. 

The situation as regards divorce and 
remarriage has not improved during 
the throe years since the last Episcopal 
General Convention, and if there was 
ever reason why the Episcopal or any 
other religious body should enact laws 
on the subject, thero Is said to be add¬ 
ed reasons now. The Crapsey case, 
which has been to the front during 
the past year, and other cases before 
the church. Indicate the neocsslty for 
a court of appeal, and as the legisla¬ 
tion on constitution and canons is now 
out of the way of the General Con¬ 
vention, the opinion generally prevails 
that the forthcoming convention wjli 
create such a court. There already ex¬ 
ists in the Episcopal Church provision 
for a Court of Review, which has pow¬ 
er to decide on the regularity of the 
trial of a bishop or presbyter as con¬ 
ducted by diocesan courts. The Court 
of Appeals, should one be created, will 
be qualified practically* to retry any 
case that may be brought before it oil 
appeal from 'decision of a diocesan 
court, and its decision will be final, rep¬ 
resenting the authority of the whole 
church. 

Demands for legislation concerning 
the negro are not less pressing. The 
question Is whether to have a colored 
man for bishop, and to detlne the stand¬ 
ing of the colored bishop should one be 
elected. Men who. have recently ex¬ 
pressed opinions on these and similar 
questions include Bishop Doane. of Al¬ 
bany, who is Just now HI; Bishop Greer, 
of New York; Bishop Scarborough, of 
New Jersey, who was president of the 
Court of Review In the Crapsey case; 
Bishop Peterkln. of West VlrglnH; 
Bishop Olmstead. of Central New 
York; Francis A. Lewis, of Philadel¬ 
phia. and Francis Lyride Stetson, of 
New York, two eminent lawyers who 
have long served as deputies to Episco¬ 
pal General Conventions. 

It Is said to be likely that the Rich¬ 
mond Convention may elect another 
bishop for Episcopalians In Mexico. 
Three years ago one was chosen, an 
American presbyter. He has been at 
work there nnd is said to have been 
extraordinarily successful in untangling 
a situation that had been aggravated 
for ninny years. He has brought Mex¬ 
ican and American settlers into har¬ 
mony on matters which concern the 
church. It Is now sold to be desirable 
to create a second Jurisdiction, to have 
headquarters tn Mexico City, as the 
present ones are in Monterey, and to 
have the new bishop elected from 
among Mexican presbyters, rather than 
from the American clergy. to he 

at the head of the Spanish-speaking 
constituency of the church, miking the 
present Bishop Ave* more definitely 
identified with the English-speaking 
settlers. 

The observance of th* tercentennial 
of the landing at Jamestown bf English 
settlers and the establishment of the 
services of the Church of England on 
this continent will occupy some of the 
time of the forthcoming General Con¬ 
vention. which la likely to remain tn 
session for the better part of the month 
of October. A feature of the observ¬ 
ance will be the presentation of a thank 
offering by the men of the Episcopal 
Church for the progress of that com¬ 
munion In America during the three 
centuries. Offerings for this fund are 
now being made In parishes all over 
the country, and It Is expected that 
the sum total of the offering next Oc¬ 
tober will b^ larger than any offering 
heretofore made at a General Conven¬ 
tion. 

WILL MARK COMPLETED UNION. 

Cumberland Prc3byterlan Church To 

Participate In General Ass?mbly. 

The one hundred nnd nineteenth Gen¬ 
eral Assembly of the Preabyterlnn 
Church in'the United States of Amer¬ 
ica. which Is the largest Presbyterian 
body In this country, will convene rn j 
May 18 in the Bread-street Presbyterian , 
chur< h, Columbus. O. Among Presby- 
te-Han lenders the coming assembly Is 
not deemed of e*p f *c , al Importance ex¬ 
cept for the reason that on that occa¬ 
sion. for th* fir- 1 time slime the vote 
for reunion, delegates from the Cumber¬ 
land Prerbytorlan churches will be 
seated In the General Afiaemhly os reg¬ 
ular delegate* nnd *he union of the two j 
denominations will be accomplished. . 
During the past year the two denom¬ 
inations have bNcn working In the clos- | 
est kind of co-operation, but not until 
the final report* from the various mis- j 
plenary and benevolent organizations 
of the Cumberland Church are made I 
at Columbus will that body cease to j 
exist as an independent denomination. 

The General Assembly will be called 
upon to Ink* some action regarding th* 
member* of the Cumberland Church 
who have refused to recognize the 
union, and who are. many cf thorn, now 
appealing to the civil courts, seeking 
to retain possession of church proper¬ 
ties. It Is sold by leaders of the com¬ 
bined churches that the General Assem¬ 
bly is unlikely to commit itself to any 
draetlc action’in the cas a s of these mal¬ 
contents. and that In cases where deA 
clslons adverse to tbe union are made 
bv the courts the conditions thus cre¬ 
ated will be accepted In the best pos¬ 
sible spirit. Effort will doubtless be 
in the Genera! .Assembly snv 
these leaders, to bring the opposition 
leaders Into line for union, but thc*o 
efforts will be made In the most frten 1- 
ly spirit, and In recognition of the sin¬ 
cerity and the honest purposes of the 
opponents of the union.

1909 at Pittsburg, pome movement shall 
bt Inaugurated, although it Is said that 
a ’Brotherhood” can hardly be formed, 
as Nias been dune in other religious 
bodies, an the Disciples are ulready a 
Brotherhood. But some plan Is to be 
proposed by which the greut body of 
men. who are mild now to be “unused, 
noncommittal and uncmsecrated” may 
be aroused. 

Disciples leaders have arrived at the 
r.arne conclusions as have the men of 
other churches, and they assert that 
this ought \A he the day of greatest 
achievement and advance in all lines of 
church work, notably missions, benev¬ 
olences and educational Interests. But 
they say that If much is to be accom¬ 
plished the laymen of the churches 
must take the lead, furnish the money 


nnd do the work. Someone has esti¬ 
mated thnt among the Disciples 77 per 
cent, of the men do no work whatever 
for the church and a still larger per¬ 
centage ha* no connection frith tho 
Sunday-schools.

Open Air Playgrounds. 


Since the beginning of Its work the 
league has yearly conducted play¬ 
grounds at Triangle Park, and at Boone 
and Baxter Squares. All of these are 
supplied with wading pools In which the 
children delight to dabble their bare 
legs on sultry days. At each park such 
games as ring tos§, basketball, "soaky.’* 
baseball without n herd ball (lest the 
children be Injured! running and hid¬ 
ing games, and sew Ing or basket weav¬ 
ing for the girls who care most for 
that, are open to all. 

. In addition to these parks. Central 
Park was opened a few years ago, with 
a splendid equipment. It has not only 
a running track and tennis courts, as 
has the Triangle, but & complete out¬ 
door gymnasium where systematic In¬ 


in a little over a month the Recrea¬ 
tion League expects to open the cum¬ 
mer playgrounds to the children of the 
city. For five years the interior parks 
and squares have been used for this 
work, and in that time It has been 
clearly demonstrated that the summer 
playground is not only a success In 
every way, but that It should undoubt¬ 
edly be a part of the government of 
even’ Urge city. 

To the child of wealthy parents, who 
spends the heat of the summer season 
In some Northern resort, in European 
Travel, or in the good air of a country 
place, the summer playground ia not a 
necessity, though the number of such 
children using It shows that It Is a 
pleasure even to them. But to the boy 
or girl living In the tenement or In the 
crowded up-tow*n districts it is Indis¬ 
pensable. 

“It is hard to believe, yet it is true, 
that many of these children do not 
know what an open field looks like.”

Whether or not the 
work At these new park* will be suc¬ 
cessful depends emirely on the gen¬ 
erosity of the friends of the Recrea¬ 
tion League, who are interested In tho 
great efforts the organization Is milk¬ 
ing to improve not only the city, but 
the citizenship of LouisvIUe. 

The eighth playground operated by 
the league Is unique. It is the night 
playground at Neighborhood House, on 
First street near Walnut street. This 
ground has been conducted for a num¬ 
ber of years, and desepite Its small size. 
has proved a godsend to the many chil¬ 
dren in the neighborhood. Instead of 
running the streets In the evening they 
gv> to this playground and spend the 
two hours before bedtime in games un¬ 
der the big arc lights. Ring toss nnd 
quoits (With rings of twisted rope, that 
cannot Injure one) and basketball are 
the favorite games, while the swings 
are a source of great pleasure and 
amusement The Neighborhood House 
playgroup Ids oren also In the davtime. 
when weaving and basket-making And 
clr.or kindergarten w-ork holds the at¬ 
tention of the smaller children. It is 
the larger ones, who work during the 
day. that get especial benefit from the 
night playtime. 

All of these parks and playgrounds 
the Recreation League hopes to operate 
throughout the coming summer, with 
skilled and -experienced Instructors in 
charge of each ground. The task Is a 
large one, but the benefits derived from 
the w-ork are so great and so fax-reach¬ 
ing that no effort will be spared to 
make It a complete success.

as mere Instructors in pleasure; this Is 
but one object of the work. They are 
all trained people—physical instructors, 
klndergartners. settlement workers, who 
take an interest in the work for Its own 
take. Under the care and direction of 
these sympathetic teachers, the chil¬ 
dren who are aoon to become the citi¬ 
zens of JxujlsvlHc gain not only health 
and pleasure, but a wtder range of 
knowledge of the needs nnd abilities of 
theilr fellows. They learn the lessons 
of co-operation in hibor as well a* In 
pleasure, and their horizon la broad¬ 
ened as they come more In contact with 
other people. Many an Incorrigible has 
been gradually molded I mo good citi¬ 
zenship by this contact, and the Im¬ 
provement In the moral atmosphere of 
their environment has saved many a 
child from ruin. 

But the benefits derived from the 
summer playground arc too evident and 
too well known by this time to need 
further exposition.

Such an idea is, 
of course, thoroughly without founda¬ 
tion; the girl needs this work even more 
than the boy. 

In addition to these regular play¬ 
grounds, a new one was opened last 
year at BHVnt Square, on Twenty- 
eighth street near Chestnut street. 
Thl* has lacked the necessary equip¬ 
ment for a well-conducted ground, but 
It is a big square, exactly fitted to the 
boy's favorite game, baseball.

LIQUOR LAW 


TESTED IN TENNESSEE AS TO 
SHIPMENTS. 


Local Ordinances Do Not Accomplish 
the Object—Tested In 
Courts. 


Nashville, Tenn., May 11.—[Special.]— 
Th«* Prohibitionists In Tennessee have 
entered upon a new plan to prevent the 
shipment of liquor Into dry towns. Some 
weeks ago the City Council of Hock- 
wood parsed an ordinance laying heavy 
penalties upon any person, Arm, express 
company or railroad which brought in¬ 
toxicants into that town. Later the ex¬ 
press companies announced that they 
would obey the ordinance. 

This was the signal for other towns 
to act, and since that time Carthage, 
Columbia and Harriman oounoils have 
acted. Next week Lebanon will con¬ 
sider the matter and Lewlsburg and 
two or three other towns are preparing 
to follow the lead of Rockwood. The 
question came before the City Council 
at Lexington this week, but was voted 
down. 

That the ordinances do not accom¬ 
plish the object nimed at by the Pro¬ 
hibitionists was shown hy a cose which 
came up at Rockwood a few days ago. 


It was shown that the liquor had not 
been shipped Into Rockwood. It h*ui 
been received by a man who resided 
Just beyond the corporate limits In 
Roane county, and, therefore, he could 
not be prosecuted under the ordinance. 
He w'as amenable to the Adams law, 
under w'hich Rockw’ood Is chartered, for 
selling liquor in that city, but onuld not 
be held for receiving the liquor. It Is 
not unlikely the ordinances of some of 
these tow'ns will be attacked in the 
courts.

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B ISKRA, Isesert of Sahara* X am 
at Biskra, the Paris of the Sa¬ 
hara. Thle oasis lies 175 anile* 
south of the Mediterranean sea, 
in the midst of the desert. 
At one side of It great sand 
dunes roll on and on until they are 
lost in the yel^w horizon. On the oth¬ 
er are the well-known stones of the 
Oued, or dry river, Biskra, which be¬ 
comes a flood during the short rainy 
part of the year, but which is now so 
parched under this African sun that It 
would blister your bare feet to cross it. 

Biskra is situated on a low plateau, 
a little more than three hundred feet 
shove the river. To the north of it is 
the mighty wall of the AJtias moun¬ 
tains, which here rise a thousand feet 
higher than Mount Washington. In 
this Africa* sun they are now of a 
pale yellow, the color of the limestone 
of which they are mode. A little later 
they will turn to a hazy blue, chang¬ 
ing as the sun drops to primrose and 
gold, and then dying out through a 
dark purple into the night 
Biskra is an island in this mighty 
sea of the Sahara. The mountain wall 
Is a part of the shore of that sea, and 
the great cliffs rise almost straight up 
over it. If one liad a glass and would 
cast his eye along those mountains he 
would find a break at the right, known 
as the Gorge of Kantara. It is there 
that a river has burst through the wall, 
forming the golden gate to this great¬ 
est desert on earth. One comes right 
out of the mountains into the desert, 
and as he does so goes through the lit¬ 
tle oasis of Kantara, which serves, as 
it were, as the green key to that great 
golden door.

The Garden of Allah.

the Desert of Sahara Is the Garden of 
Allah, and Biskra its capital. It Is the 
European capital In r^aldJty. It Is tho 
only part of thus wild waste of san .1 
which can be safely and comfortably 
reached by Europeans, and every win¬ 
ter tourist 8 end heaPth-seekers by tho 
thousands come here over the railroad 
whtich the French have 'built. Large 
hotels have been erected tor them, and 
one can live here comfortably at from 
two to five dollars per day. There are 
altogether a half dozen hotel* and, in 
addition, a casino and theater There 
are frequent concerts and cafe chan- 
tan'ts, while the casino steadily runs Its 
roulette and rouge et noir tables, so 
that the place might be called the 
Monte Carlo of the Sahara, as well, 
i The season begins in November and 
last* until May. It ts the liveliest in 
February, at the time of the races, 
•when horses, donkeys and camels take 
part. At that time there are lonp dis¬ 
tance ctmei races run by Arabs on Me¬ 
haris. or fast raring camels, which can 
make twelve or fifteen miles in >n 
hour. These camels are so tall and 
lean that they seem to be at! legs. They 
have saddles wftti high supports In 
front and behind, and the rider bobs 
up and down with a seesaw* corre¬ 
sponding to the ticking of your watch. 
The starting point is supposed to be 
the oasis of Tougourt. which Is 210 
miles away, and a fairly good camel 
ought to cover the ground In less than 
a day. 

The horse races are with Arabian 
stock and the riders are Arabs, who in 
their skill might even rival President 
Roosevelt, and who delight In cross 
country going, jumping everything on 
the way.

In French Biskra. 


of palm trees It owns than by the num¬ 
ber of Its Inhabitants. It is comprised 
In six little mud tillages scattered 
throughout plantatlod^ which support 
about 150.000 date trees. 

The French town Is surrounded by 
walls ctid entered by gates. It has sev¬ 
eral wjrde streets, the chief of wttffch is 
the Rue Bertha, which runs from the 
railroad station past the public gar¬ 
dens and tn out toward,the oasis of 
Tougourt. It goes by the oasis of Old 
Biskra, which Is two miles off; and 
upon It Is a 3trcet car line over which 
one can ride the whole of that distance 
for two cents. Another car line will 
take h#n to the hot springs three and 
a half miles away for the same money, 
and this is far down In the Desert of 
Sahara, in the very backwoods of the 
globe. The two-oent rate is made with¬ 
out tickets, and it is less than half the 
nickel which we pay at horn*-. 

I shall send this letter to the United 
States for a flve-cent postage stamp, 
and I can telegraph fronv here across 
the Mediterranean to Paris for less than 
you can send a message from New 
York to Chicago. My cab rides cost 
me thirty cents a trip or fifty oonts an 
hour; and if I prefer to move about on 
a camel the rate will be $1 per day. 

When I take a Turkish bath in the 
United States I have to pny $t, with 
twenty-five or fifty cents extra for fees. 
I had a Moorish bath here to-rlny for 
twenty ( 20 ) cents in a bathing estab¬ 
lishment which would be considered 
fine in any Ameriohn city; and this In¬ 
cluded a thorougfi massage and a cup 
of delicious Turkish coffee at the close. 
The men who bathed m© were brawny 
Arabs. They were naked to tho waist 
and as yellow as gold. They spent 
something like an hour on the job. I 
do not by that mean to say that it took 
that much time to get off the dirt, but 
the hour was used up in massage and 
other extras. Biskra was a famous 
bathing place In the days of the Ro¬ 
mans. It had a Roman name which 
meant baths, and which probably re¬ 
ferred to the hot sulphur springs out¬ 
side the city.

With the French Soldiers, 


The city of Biskra iscofnposed of two 
towns. One Is known as French Biskra 
and the other a* Old Biskra The for¬ 
mer contains about 900 Europeans and 
two or three times that many natives, 
while the latter Is altogether native 
and is numbered more by the number 


Biskra has been rather voluptuously 
described yi tho novel called ‘The Gar¬ 
den of Allah." Under another name It 
Is made the chief scene of that story, 
and all of its surroundings are painted 
In more or less gtowlng colors. They 


Biskra is under military Government, 
It is the chief station of the Eastern 
Sahara, and It is called the Terriloire 
de Commandement. One sees French 
soldiers everywhere, and there are 
French officers at the hotels and on the 
streets. They are fine-looking fellows 
and far different from our ordinary 
idea of the French army. They are 
straight, broad-shouldered. bronze¬ 
faced men who have seen fighting with 


these tribes o* me desert, and show 
Some of the ofllcers have the appear¬ 
ance of dudes, and they are noted for 
their politeness, but no one dares to 
presume upon their weakness. 

The territory of Biskra is about as 
large as the State of Ohio, a.nd it has a 
population of less than 100 , 000 , oil told. 
The natives live In a number of oases 
scattered here and there over the des¬ 
ert. Biskra itself is commanded by a 
Major, assisted by a Captain, three 
Lieutenants and a military* interpreter. 
In the other oases there are Captains, 
Lieutenants and interpreters. The town 
has electric lights and it has schools 
for both French and Arabs. It has a 
negro quarter ns well. 

The French city is made up of flat- 
roofed white houses of one or two sto¬ 
ries. MLtny of the roofs have wed Is 
about them, and the women and chil¬ 
dren play on the roofs In the evening, 
and the people often sleep there at 
night 

I wish I could take a walk with you 
through one of these Sahara towns. 
Even In French Biskra the scene* 
would seem strange. There are Moors 
who sit right out in the street, or upon 
the sidewaltck, upon mats which they 
have laid down for the purpose, and 
play dominoes. They have little tables 
about ns high as a footstool, and, thus 
sitting, with their bare feet under 
them, they will move the blocks for an 
hour or more without saying a word. 
Many of the pluyers are gray-bearded 
and gray-headed, but age does not seem 
to afreet their love for the game. 

Everywhere I go hero I meet the 
characters of the Scriptures. As I 
write these notes I can so* in one group 
an old Abraham with the aged Sarah 
beside him and his buxom Hagar be¬ 
hind. Thnt little baby in Hagar 'a arms 
might have been young Ishmael, and 
I observe that Abraham looks upon 
him with love. At the same time Sarah 
seems to be jealous, and glares at both 
baby and mother out of the tail of her 
eye. 

That Moor coming down the street 
might be Joseph, the friend of King 
Pharaoh. Observe his costly raiment 
of fine silk and wool; he walks with a 
strut and is evidently a man of au¬ 
thority. 

On that donkey trotting toward us Is 
an old man whom one might easily 
Imagine to be Balaam, and, lo! the 
donkey stops and opens his mouth and 
brays. His message, however, we do 
not understand, for he has not the 
power of speech, as hod the ass of 
the Scriptures. And so I might go on, 
finding a character at every step w hich 
would correspond to one in the Bible 
This Is the Simon-pure Orient, where 


the natives are about the same to-day 
as they were three or four or more 
thousand years since. They are all 
Mohammedans, and believe In Allah 
and the prophet. 

• • • 

How the Oasis Is Watered. 


But let us go out to the oasis and 
visit the people who live under the 
palm trees. We drive along the Rue 
Bertha, by walls .of yellow mud, in¬ 
closing date trees, which rise high 
above them and are loaded with ripe 
yellow fruit The walls are as high as 
my head* and on their top dried thorn 
bushes have been set In while the mud 
was still wet. protecting the fruit like 
bo much broken glass. 

The gates to these gardens are rude 
doors of palm wood, and the only oth¬ 
er openings are through drains seen 
here and there w*here the water flows 
in or out This oasis is fed by springs 
from the River Biskra, which Is dry 
the greater part of the year. Wells 
have tapped the springs, and there is a 
flow of several thousand gallons a min¬ 
ute. The water is somewhat alkaline, 
but it put* the sugar Into the dates and 
the sun Is so hot that the fruit is de¬ 
licious. According to the Arabs, to 
make good dates the head of the tree 
must he in the burning sun the greater 
part of the year. The thermometer here 
evAn in midwinter never falls below 60, 
and the climate Beems just right, al¬ 
though it Is not so at Kantara, which is 
thirty or forty miles farther north. 
Biskra Is annually producing something 
like 10.000.000 pounds of dates, enough 
to furnish a handful to every body In 
the United States and leave some to 
spare. 

As we ride on Into the oasis we can 
see men picking the dates, or. rather, 
cutting them ofT. They are In enormous 
bunches, and a good tree will produce 
on the average about 120 pounds an¬ 
nually. The fruit is not good until it Is 
dead rip©. I bit into some green dates 
to-day and they puckered my mouth 
like unfrosted persimmons. 

I have already written of the oases 
of Flgailg and Tarla. Biskra is some¬ 
what the same. Its area is about that 
of an Ohio township. and it is alto¬ 
gether about six miles in length. It Is 
divided up into little flelus of garden 
patches, each of which Is surrounded 
by theso mud walls of sun'dried brick. 
There are no pavements. The streets 
are dirt roads, with here and there a 
wide irrlgailon, stream running through 
and with bridges of palm wood cross¬ 
ing it at intervals of every few feet. 

There are villages scattered through¬ 
out the oasis. Each of these is entered 


by a low gate mode of mud bricks and 
palms, and this gate Is always closed at 
night. The houses are mostly m* vtn mud 
huts wrlth flat roofs. There is some 
rain here, and the water runs from the 
rcof through pipes which extend out 
into the* street, giving one a douche on 
the turban or down the neck of one’s 
gowm. 

I understand that the water supply is 
comparatively scanty; that water 
rights are sold in perpetuity and that 
there are also leases at so murh per 
year, and even at so much per hour. 
Not long ago one man paid $200 for a 
perpetual stream half nn inch wide rind 
as deep as the rainfall would stand, 
and $800 for a stream of four inches. 
Where the water Is let out by the hour 
so often per week, nn Arab watchman 
stands at the hole where it flows out 
with an hour glass, and when the sand 
has run through he shuts olT the 
supply. 

• • • 

A Drtary Life. 


I cannot describe the dreariness of 
common everyday life tn these Saharan 
oases. About the only green thing one 
sees in the streets Is the palm leaves 
overhead. Inside a garden there may 
be patches of vegetables and grass, 
with trees hearing various kinds of 
fruit; but in the villages themselves 
everything Is as bare as the middle of 
the road, and that In a land which 
might he a tropical paradise. The 
houses have no gardens In or about 
them. They are Joined close together, 
and are more like a catacombs than 
a place where people live, move and 
have their being. There are few signs 
of life during much of the dny. There 
are no windows facing the streets, and 
the only means of ventilation on that 
side of the house aTe little holes about 
the size of a paving brick up near the 
roof. 

In villages like these the people look 
squalid and dirty, hut the dirtiest of 
them are loaded with jewelry. I photo¬ 
graphed. one middle-aged dame of a 
swarthy complexion who had earrings 
ns big as an after-dinner coffee-cup 
sa,ucer, and as she turned around I 
noticed that eh© wore anklets of white 
metal as wide us a tin cup is high. 
Indeed, they looked like tin cups with¬ 
out bottom* or handles. Even the chil¬ 
dren were loaded with Jewelry. 8 <*m© 
of them wore not averse to being 
photographed, although both women 
and children held out their hands for 
money as soon as their pictures were 
taken. 

As I walked through the town I pass¬ 


ed several Moorish coffee-nousnt In 
which were Arabs sitting on the floor, 
smoking and chatting, drinking cof¬ 
fee or playing dominoes. The coffee¬ 
houses look not unlike an American 
stable. Their only light comes in 
through the door, and the people sit 
on the mud floor. 

In 'The Garden of Allah," the novel 
to which I referred at the beginning 
of this letter, some vivid descriptions 
are made of tho Chateau London, a 
wonderful date plantation belonging to 
a wealthy French nobleman. If one 
would know Just how much water 
means in the desert he may learn by 
viifltlng this place. It contains about 
fifteen acres, and Is a wonderful botan¬ 
ical garden right here on the edge of 
the desert. It is a date forest Inter¬ 
spersed with all sorts of tropical and 
temperate fruit trees and shrubs. There 
nre green hedges fifteen feet high, as 
carefully trimmed! as those in Lh© 
botanical gardens of Algiers, or In that 
of Buitenznrg. JViva. About twenty 
Arab gardeners are always busy keep¬ 
ing the plantation in order, and the 
leaves are not allowed to lie on the 
paths or waJks. Here and there through 
the garden are houses of Arab archi¬ 
tecture. the homes of the owner, and in 
one place there is a great circle cut out 
under the trees where dances may be 
held in the open.

Sidi Okba and His Oasis. 


try covered with a scanty vegetation ol 
thorny scrub, through sandy and stony 
was tea and by the oases of Fillaclll 
and Ohetma. Sidi Okba Itself has 66.000 
palm trees, and the town has several 
thousand people. The plantations are 
surrounded by mud walls like those ofi 
Biskra, but the houses are better and 
some of the streets are so wide that! 
one can drive through them. On our 
way there we passed some caravan* ofi 
camels and donkeys. We saw many! 
tent villages and great flocks of blacM 
goats, watched by rihepherds.

The Business of an Oasis. 


Have you ever heard of Sidi Okba? 

He was a famous Arab General, who 
conquered the whole of N^fth Africa 
from the Nile to the Atlantic about 
1,300-odd years ago. All whom he 
conquered he converted by telling 
them that they must die If they 
did not espouse the Mohammedan 
religion; and it is said that when 
he reached the western ocean he 
node Into It. exclaiming thnt if It 
were not for this barrier he would make 
every j>eople of the lands beyond wor¬ 
ship Allah or die. This man was one 
of the great Mohammedan heroes. The 
!>eople look upon him as a saint, and 
they have named towns, oases and oth¬ 
er places after him. One of the most 
Important of these Is Sidi Okba, which 
lies twelve miles from here, in the 
heart of the desert. In It Is the shrine 
of tho saint, and "the mosque contain¬ 
ing it is sold to be the oldecst Moham¬ 
medan building In Africa. The town Is 
the religious capital of this part of tho 
world, so holy that the people make pil¬ 
grimages to It as they do to Kairouan. 
In Tunisia, and to Mecca and Medina, 
In Arabia. 

I rode across the desert this afternoon 
and visited it. The way Is over a coun- 


Entefing the gate, we road between! 
the mud walls to tho public square, 
which is surrounded by petty stores ol 
bazars. Every store Is a box-11 room 
no wider than the door whicR lead* 
Into It, and so low’ that the merchant* 
can hardly stand upright within It. The 
stores nre lighted from the front, and! 
the customers^-stand in the street a* 
they bargain/ 

There was considerable Industry go-* 
ing on. Here men were weaving, there 
they vtere making plow* and fart he* 
<in saddles. In the street of the tailor* 
I saw several men using American sew¬ 
ing machines, but nowhere did I seo 
any American goods. On the sides of 
the streets were mud ledges, built out 
from the mud walls. These ledges word 
filled with white-gowned men. chatting 
or sleeping. Some were reeling cotton 
and some sewing. At night the ledge* 
are tilled with sleepers. 

Many of the poorer Arabs have no 
hom**s. They eat nt the cafes and sleep 
In the streotp. This is especially so In 
the cities. The men always sleep with 
their heads covered, and. in fact, with 
every bit of bare skin hidden. On© rea-* 
son for this is on account of the flic*. 
They fairly swarm in all the oases, 
making one pray for the Caliph Adal- 
melle, the father of flies, to breath© 
upon them and drive them away. This 
©id Caliph had a breath so fatal to 
flies that every rne dropped dead that 
flew over his mouth. 

During my stay I visited the famou* 
mosque. It is an ordinary building, 
with perhaps half a dozen rooms, in¬ 
cluding the place of worship. It wag 
filled with Mohammedans when I en¬ 
tered it thin afternoon, and I heard the 
Mohammedan youths singing out 
verses from the Koran in the school 
rooms on each side. I spent a whll© 
watching the men at their prayer*, and 
although I wal known to be a Chris* 
tinn. I was not molested.

On political and social questions the 
family are hopelessly at odds, t’n- 
brldg>vVble controversial chasms sepa¬ 
rate them. The Earl is a Conservative 
of ihe old-fashion* d type. A notable 
member of the House of Lords, he re¬ 
gards ii with veneration as the chief 
pillar r.f the Constitution. He believes 
Ui tho superiority of blue blood, caste 


distinction and till th«? rest of the aris¬ 
tocratic creed. H« is opposed to wo¬ 
man suffrage and every other phase of 
the woman’s rights movement. 

The Countess, who can bottst a pedl- 
grre quite the equal of her husband's, 
by some strange reversal of the law of 
heredity is a rampant radical. With her 
the claims of long descent count for 
nothing. She sides with the people 
against the pe©rs. She openly advo¬ 
cates the abolition of the House of 
Lords if It refuses to yield to the popu¬ 
lar will. She Is an ardent advocate of 
the political equality of the sexes. She 
is a regular Susan B. Anthony sort uf 


woman and gifted with quite as volu¬ 
ble a flow of oratory as was that In¬ 
domitable champion of the suffrage 
movement In America. 

The children, of whom there eight 
surviving, exhibit the same diversity of 
opinions combined with the courage of 
their convictions. As a general thing 
the men hold the same views a? their 
father and the women those of their 
mother. But perhaps the most strik¬ 
ing thing about them is that th^y never 
quarn 1. They represent a paradox. 
Theirs is a house divided against itself 
and yet It stfll stands and flourishes. 
They are a disunite 1 family, and y< t 


they live together ?n sweetest unity. 
They afford a liberal education to their 
friends, lor at their home one is sure 
to hear both sidej of any question that 
comes up for discussion. 

The Countess is a first-rrnte platform 
at oaker. and her sincerity and enthusi¬ 
asm inspire respect even among those 
who differ with her. Gladstone once 
said of her that she was one of the 
most valuable assets of the Liberal 
party Arthur Balfour, th© r< 
Conservative Premier, once observed 
thut if women were allowed to run for 
Parliament the Coumess of Carlisle 
would be among the first batch to get 


In. am? that rihe would prove a. most 
doughty foe. When her eldest son. 
Lord Morpeth, was contesting a Bir¬ 
mingham division for Parliament 
Chamberlain remarked to him: 

"If women were allowed to st*and for 
election I suppose we should have your 
mother down here running against you 
as a Liberal candidate?" 

"I have not a doubt of it.*' replied the 
Viscount, "and a poor figure 1 or any 
other man would cut beside her. She 
is one of the best of mothers, but for 
the good of the country, as she sees It, 
my defeat, so long ns 1 was beaten by 
a Radical, would cause her more satis¬ 


faction than my election. And my sis¬ 
ter Dorothy is the same way."

There Is no difficulty ln making a 
ladder of paper by cutting the pieces 
and then pasting them together. But 
the method that we offer has this point 
of originality—it must be made of one 
piece of paper and with only three 
cuts of a scissors, no matter how f long 
it is or how great the number of its 
steps. 

Roll up a piece of paper about six 
or eight inches long and two or two 
and a half inches wide, making the 
roll straight and even. The paper 
should be soft and flexible, but very 
strong; otherwise it will be tom In the 
process. The best paper for this pur¬ 
pose is the tough "Irish linen" paper. 

The roll will be two or three Inches 


long, and about half an Inch—or per¬ 
haps a little more—In diameter. 

Now cut the roll with three cuts, in 
the following manner: 

Two small cuts crosswise to the roll, 
at the right and left at about half an 
inch from the ends. 

Now a long cut lengthwise which 
will connect the others. You now have 
an oblong cut of the roll. Now get 
hold of the piece of paper in t>ie mid¬ 
dle of the roll, and draw- It olit care¬ 
fully through the cut hole. This may 
be done If you draw gently first on one 
aide then on the other. If you do it 
alone, take this band with the teeth 
and. holding delicately the ends of the 
roll—not closing the fingers too firmly, 
for fear of tearing the paper—pull 
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1»oi* softer.

A hundred years agono what we 
know as a “reception” would have 
been called . “lout.” 

1 happened the other day upon a 
sentence in the Life of Sydney 
Smith, by his daughter. Lady .Hol¬ 
land, that tickled ino amazingly. It 
might have been printed in 1907, in 
-.he satirical critic's corner of the 
Morning Trumpeter, ot Chicago, 
Philadelphia or New York. 

The biographer of the clerical 
wit tells of his dissuading invited 
guests from attending a certain 
“rout” by “painting and describing 
in glowing colors the horrors of a 
dumplin rout —the heat, the crowd, 
the bad lemonade, tho ignominy of 
appearing next day in tho Morn¬ 
ing Post.” 

CYNICAL VIEWS 

A blunt husband once defined his 
wife's semi-annual assemblage of 
all her acquaintances as ‘’saying 
grace over the whole social hogs¬ 
head.” It is not unusual to hear 
sporting Benedicts allude to the big 
function as “wiping off the slate.” 

The averago omnium gatherum, 
christened by society leaders “tho 
reception,” deserves all this and 
more. It is no compliment to be 
invited to one, and seldom anything 
but a bore to Tio givers of the 
“rout.” In former papers 1 have 
•poken of tho knack of bringing 
together congenial spirits as the 
very genius of successful hospital¬ 
ity.’ This relection of harmonious 
elements is impracticable when in¬ 
vitations are issued by tho huudred. 
Somebody is bound to feel out of 
place and ill ut case. Host and 
guests are luckv if the “somebody” 
be not in the plural and do not in¬ 
clude most of those present. 

So well is the difficulty of enter¬ 
taining a motley throng of ac¬ 
quaintances understood that the 
necessity of providing other form3 
of amusement than conversation is 
uni v ersully acknowledged. To this 
end card tables are luid in one 
rcom, a band of music and a cleared 
floor fur dancing in unothcr, where 
the entertainers cun afford space 
a Oil unnry for these preparations. 

So much for the general recep¬ 
tion that clears off a multitude of 
focial debts and leaves the mind of 
the hostess easy on the score of 
flights and affronts conceived In 
the minds of some of her dear SOU 
“friends.” 

If, however, you, my render, a 
woman of fair means and hospit- 
iible disposition, wish to bring to¬ 
gether under your roof fifty or sev¬ 
enty-five friends in the evening, 
perhaps, to mark the debut of a 
daughter, or to introduce to your 
circle of acquaintances a guest 
whom you delight to honor, you 
may make the function a pleasant 
memory to all who take part in it. 

The dining table should be drawn 
to tho utmost length thr* will allow 
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free passugu to the crowd that will 
troop into the room when supper is 
served. Chairs * re set back agaiust 
the wall, leaving as much space as 
possible for the waiters and the 
men who supplement the hirelings 
in caring for the wonts ol their 
partners. If you have u handsome 
embroidered cloth of sufficient 
length to cover the table fully and 
bang gracefully over the edge at 
each end, use it. If not, dispose the 
prettiest centrepieces and doilies 
you have ovc.* the pclUhod surface, 
leaving little hart- space. The light 
should come mainly from cande¬ 
labra and lamps. The supper table 
must be more brilliantly lighted 
than thut laid for a dinner. A low 
bowl of flowers has the place of 
honor in tho middle. Smaller 
bowls are nearer the corners, and 
tlishec of fruit, tastefully arranged 
and garnished with leaves, flank 
the central u-aament. For eatables 
have glass dishes of salads—lobster 
and chicken—sandwiches, boned and 
jellied tongue and chicken, us sub- 
stantinls, and between them saucers 
or plates of salted ruts, bonbons, 
olives, candied ginger, small cokes, 
etc. Forms cf ice cream and ices 
should be ut the top aud bottom, 
and near the edge ut the sides of 
the table, to be accessibb to ths 
waiters. Annoying accidents ro 
gowns and table ‘furniture have 
been the consequence of careless¬ 
ness in the placing of creams. The 
waiter should nut be obliged to 
reach over intervening dished to get 
at the fragile and treacherous 
sweets. 

RECEIVING THE GUESTS 

Hostess and daughters, with the 
master of the house—if there be 
one who is willing to bear hia part 
in the reception—take their stand 
near the front door of the draw¬ 
ing room at the sound of the first 
arrival. 

Dressing rooms are provided for 
men aud lor women. Wraps and 
hats are laid off in these, one or two 
maids being in attendance in the 
ladies' dressing room to assist in re¬ 
moving mufflers aud cloaks, and 
lciiding a hand in whatever rear¬ 
rangement of toilettes may be re¬ 
quired. The appointments of the 
dressing table should be complete 
aud iu order. Hand-glass, shoe uud 
glove buttouers, hairpins, powder- 
puff, scissors, plenty of whito and of 
black pins—and even a work bas¬ 
ket, from which the maid may draw. 


at u minute’s notice, needle and 
thread to repair an unforeseen rent 
—are little things which aro no 
trifles iu the time ot sudden need. 
While women wear trains and cob¬ 
web draperies, and other people’s 
discarded hair, and renew damaged 
complexions with cosmetics, the 
provident hostess must cater to 
their infirmities. 

PUNCTUALITY NOT NECESSARY 

The hours during which the house 
will be open to arrivals are named 
on the card of invitation. Punc¬ 
tuality is not n desideratum at this 
function. In fact, few make a 
point of being on time. If the hours 
be from 9 to 12, tho rooms do not 
fill up until 10 and after. Supper 
is usually served about half-past 10. 
The dining-room is then thrown 
open, and some member of the fam¬ 
ily, or friends who assist tho hostess 
in her task, make the motion to 
enter. After the first instalment 
of eaters has found the way to tho 
tuble, tho,rest follow at their free 
will. Many partygoers make it a 
rule never to go into tho supper 
room. There is nothing invidious in 
the refusal to partake of salads, 
creams, etc., at a late affair. As tho 
veteran society woman sometimes 


takes in threo receptions in one 
evening, the propriety of absti¬ 
nence at one or two is obvious. 

Says a social arbiter: “So long 
us guests a ro arriving, the hostess 
lias no rig.it to leave her po&Jt for 
food, or drink, or rest.” Tho justice 
of this cannot be denied, since tho 
newest comer has tho same right 
to attention as the first. Yet strict 
obedience to the rule leaves all 
guests to their own devices i"i a way 
which destroys, root and branch, the 
ostensible end of the reception. A 
brilliant woman, who is a tiguro 
in the best circles of the city where 
she is at home, told, in my hearing, 
the other day. tho story of her ex¬ 
perience in u house to which she 
was invited:* 

“I have what may he called a 
'calling acquaintanceship' with the 
mother of tin* debutante in whose 
honor the /vening party was given,” 
she said. “I had also met tho daugh¬ 
ter —q pretty and well-ninnnered 
girl. She stood at her mother’s side 
as I entered the splendid drawing 
room, bowed gracefully. 6miled 
sweetly and spoko my nam) ns an 
echo to her mother’s cordiul ‘Ah. 
Mrs. Blank 1 hew very good in you 
to come!* To her formula the 
hostess subjoined, ‘Louiso feels 
highly honored that you have paid 
her the compliment of attending 
her debut recep^on. 1, 

“‘Indeed 1 doP smiled the echo. 

“T am sure that neither mother 
nor daughter would have rocAg- 
nized me in my evening dress had 
not the footman’s sonorous enun¬ 
ciation of my name reminded them 
of my identity. I lingered near the 
door and the reception group long 
enough to hear hostess and daugh¬ 
ter say tho same things in sub¬ 
stance to ten ether arrivals. Then 
1 dr if toil through tho rooms, idly 
seeing, at least, a hundred faces— 
all strange to me—and not speak¬ 
ing to one person. Not a creature 
6eemod to see me until I landed iu 


the crowded supper room. The ta¬ 
ble was superb, and well tended, for 
a waiter askea if he ‘might bring 
me something.' 1 said *No,' and 
strayed leisurely back to the draw¬ 
ing room. By now* the crowd was 
a press, and it took at least ten 
minutes to thread it. I had been 
in tho hospitable (?) mansion thir¬ 
ty-five minutes. As I made tny 
adieux to tho smiling twain on 
duty at the door the hostess said 
sweetly: ‘Ah! Mrs. Blank! going 
already? llow very good in you 
to cornel Louise feels highly hon¬ 
ored that you have paid her the 
compliment of attending her de¬ 
but.* And dutiful Louise responded. 
‘Indeed I do!' 

“I went home and marked 
against tho ‘Reception’ on my en¬ 
gagement calendar—‘Done!' In 
that ‘social’ half hour I had not ex¬ 
changed one syllable with a human 
being except what I have repeated.” 

A travesty upon hospitality, you 
sny. Perhaps so, but what more 
could the urbeno hostess do for a 
single guest ? 

To avoid tho hollow pretense of 
entertaining those who honor your 
invitation, ask a few* intimate 
friends to act as pudding-sticks to 
the incongruous ingredients. Let 
some belonging to your family cir¬ 
cle—relatives, if not members of 
your household—distribute them¬ 
selves through the rooms, and look 
out for the stranger within your 
gates. 

You cannot afford to employ paid 
artists to make music, to net plays 
and recite for the delectation of 
the assembly. You are poor in ex¬ 
pedients if you cannot devise some¬ 
thing in the way of amateur recita¬ 
tions, charades, jugglery, or music 
that will give people who do not 
know each others' nnmes a few 
themes of common interest.

Congressman Burton Gives Out 

Statement As To Taft’s Attitude. 

Cleveland. O., May 11.—Congressman 
Theo. E. Burton gave out the following 
statement to-day: 

‘An erroneous report has gone forth 
to the effect that Secretary* Wm. H. 
Taft has said to me by' telephone that 
he desired the elimination of Senator 
Jos.

Donahue was removed from his 
home, where he had been carried, to the 
hospital. w’hile Corporal Dunn took 
Scherer Into custody at Mrs. Thompson’s 
home. 

Mrs. Donahue, wife of the wounded 
man. said last night that Scherer had 
annoyed her considerably during the last 
few days, and that her husband had 
overheard him when ho made advances 
to her yesterday morntng. She said 
that until yesterday morning Donahue 
and Scherer had been intimate friends, 
and that even on Friday they had had 
a friendly chat together at Donahue’s 
home. 

’•This morning.” Mrs. Donahue said 
“Scherer appeared at my back door and 


got discharged recently.” Scherer said. **I 
rot the Job about a week ago, although I 
held it only one night. But he was sore 
about this, and all that talk that he ha* 
made about tny Insulting his wife is all 
bosh. 

*’I went to see a friend of mine to¬ 
night and when I left her home Donahue 
meets me halfw*ay* across the street and 
blazed aw*ay at me Of course, when he 
fired I pulled my gun Just os qulak as I 
could and fired, too. I stood and he fell. 
I shot him In self-defense.”

This Is what happened 
when the Clark Handicap was run at 
Churchill Downs yesterday afternoon, or.d 
nearly 10.000 people yelled themselves 
bourse as they witnessed the thrilling 
apecutcfle. 

According to the Judges. The Minks, 
with Niool on his back, was returned Lie 
winner of the big handicap, but these 
judges said that he was only a nose ,n 
front of Brancas. who was only a nose 
In front of Harry' Scott, and that Harry 
Scott was only a nose In front of John 
L. IngHs, the favorite. To th einexperi- 
enoed and unofficial eye It looked like a 
head heat among four horses, any one 
of which could have been selected as the 
winner. The Minks* victory, however, 
was undoubtedly due to the splendid rid¬ 
ing of Jockey Nicol. who put t* one of 
the most splendid finishes «▼«* on 

a race track, and. though Tb% Minks 
was a tired horse at the end. this West¬ 
ern rider kept him going long enough to 
secure the decision. 

As we* predicted. t*he Clark Handicap 
was the best race which has been run at 
the local meeting to date, and it is doubt¬ 
ful if Its equal will be run during the 
remainder of the time that races arc con¬ 
ducted at Churchill Down*. The remark¬ 
able finish was a distinct compliment to 
Secretary Lym^n H. Davis, who Is the 
official handicapper. When 4 *nan c^n 
put weight on horses in order that four 
of them, after running a mile and a six¬ 
teenth. will finish noses apart, with the 
favortte in the fourth position, he cer¬ 
tainly desorvra the commendation ot the 
racing public. It la doubtful if such a ie- 
sult has beep obtained by any handtenp- 
per in the country during th%last several 
years. 

While the Clark Handicap was the fea¬ 
ture of the day's sport at Churchill Downs 
yesterday afternoon, other things hap- 
pened which caused the vast crowd to 
exercise various emotions. One of these 
was the defeat of Phil Finch, the good 
old campaigner which ran a splendid race 
several days ago. Phil Finch was so well 
thought of In the third race yesterday 
by both bookmakers and public that i»e 
was held at odds of 2 to 6 and 1 to 3, and 
thousands of dollars were wagered on fils 
chances at these short odds. Phil Finch 
ran third, being beaten by Cablegram and 
The Abbott. Cablegram ran a sparkling 
race. 'His performance was so good, in 
fact, that last night his owner decided 
to ship him East to contest In races with 
the best horses that this country affords. 
The son of Nozagan—Across the Sea cer¬ 
tainly ran like a high-class handicap 
'horse yesterday, and there are many turf¬ 
men hereabouts who believe he will bo 
able to hold his own with the best thor¬ 
oughbreds now performing In the East. 

One of the extra features at Churchill 
Downs yesterday afternoon was a steeple¬ 
chase race over the short course, and It 
was won by Saul, the heavily-backed fa¬ 
vorite. This Jumping event furnished an 
unusually brilliant spectacle because the 
horses were bunched during a greater 
part of the way and none of them took a 
tumble, though Harlequin lost his rider 
at the first Jump. It was a day of rare 
sport, a splendid card and the crowd was 
the largest since Derby day last Monday. 
The grand stand and clubhouse as well os 
the lawns were filled with beautiful wom¬ 
en In becoming costumes, while the bet¬ 
ting shed was a vortex of black-coated 
humanity. It was one of the banner days 
of the turf as far oa Kentucky is con¬ 
cerned.

Lady Carol Takes Opener. 


George Hollc took the purse in the first 
race with lady Carol. 8he was much the 
best; getting off in sixth position, she had 
no trouble In disposing of her field.

r. meet at Manhattan Meld His was u 
carettr of victory, and on his return to his 
home in Lawrence, Muss., was grade 1 
with a band, speeches and fireworks, after 
which 1 dintmr was given in his honor. 
Around the board w*-re gathered the 
friends of his lifetime, and following thu 
banquet the Mayor of the town presented 
to Hernia a purse of $300. Wefers accept¬ 
ed with u speech of thanks. 

The A. A. U.. however, w’as hot on his 
trail and Boride was on the carpet In no 
time. There was a Ultle heart-to-heart 
talk anti the purse was returned to Its 
donors. It It had not been returned Wef- 
eis would have lost his urnateui status In 
short order, and the only thing that saved 
him qs It was. w'ns his statement that he 
did not know that ho was transgressing 
the rules of the Amateur Athletic Union 
In accepting the donation alter it wus sub¬ 
scribed in such a manner. 

Of course longboat is not under the 
Jurisdiction of the American A. A. U.„ but 
that body has an aiiiance with the Cana¬ 
dian association and Is wllltng to see what 
steps the Dominion organization is going 
to take in the matter. It Is certain that 
should the red man send In his entry to 
any games in the United Slates he w'ould 
be protested al once. Longboat followed 
the example of Hilly SherHng. the winner 
of the Athens Marathon of a year ago; 
but Sherring announced that he wus 
through with active participation in ath¬ 
letics. and Tor that reason there has never 
been an opportunity for the A. A. 1 . of 
the United States to protest him. although 
In fart he Is practically listed a profes¬ 
sional. 

With Longboat conditions are different: 
He is Just entering upon an athletio ca¬ 
reer that promises to bo the sensation of 
the decade. If the acceptance of a sub¬ 
scribed fund as a reward for winning a 
road race is to make him a professional, 
it is up to the Canadian and American 
amateur bodies to take such stepe as wll. 
save him from his friends and preserve 
his nmateur status. It is hardly fair f *r 
the two governing bodies to permit the 
redskin to retain the purse, ignorant o» 
the fact that would ruin his amateur 
Hiatus, until, perhaps many moons hence, 
some competitor protest* filmland causes 
him to be branded as a “pro.” 

Longboat is 400 rare a runner to be 
turned into professional ranks by dilatory 
tactics. It is up to the two unions to got 
together und give him the benefit of the 
same chance that was offered to Be:me 
Wefers by the American A. A. L. ut.en 
if Longboat chooses to retain f he purse 
his amateur killing will bo on his owrn 
head. 

Right bore, it can he saUl that it seems 
that the A A. U. could in some way mod¬ 
ify its law's to permit in exceptional cas<-s 
th*' acceptance of donu t Ions. Neither 
Wefers nor Longboat received money for 
running in the strkvteat interpretation. 
Rather the gift was bestowed In apprecia¬ 
tion of the glory It brought their home 
town or country. If a man received a gift 
from the club he represents it w'ouid be 
another matter, for then It would be so 
construed that he was a paid *ervun.t of 
the club and made hi* living out of ath¬ 
letics. But In the cuse where a town, 
city or country ohoose* to honor Its na¬ 
tive son It seems unjus: that the A. A. U. 
should step in and compel the man to re¬ 
fuse the gift. 

In Longboat’s case the money mis not 
boHCowed upon him to spend as he willed, 
but wu* donated for a given purpose, and 
one that no man can question. Owing to 
the .present A. A. U. rulings. Longboat Is 
now at a’crisis in his career. Ho must 
choose between athletics and an educi- 
U;»n. He .must give up one or the other. 
Both are fu-’tora for good, but no one can 
say that education Is not the grantor of 
the two. It seems too bad that the A. A 
U. cannot make a special dispensation in 
lxms'lxa*t> case. He should not be denied 
an education and ho is too good a man to 
lose in athletics.

PhJladelphJu, Pa., May 11.—Contrary to 
the usual custom, Cha work of the Uni¬ 
versity of Pennsylvania, track team will 
not be ended with the Intercollegiate 
championships at Cambridge on May 31 
and Juno 1. Trainer Mike Miurphy has 
his oye on a. new world record for hi* 
one-mile relay team. Murphy believes 
that ho has the four fastest quaru*r- 
mllers ever possessed by any college or 
club. Tie* world's one-mile relay record 
Is now 3 minutes 212-6 seoonds, and is 
held Jointly by tho New' York A. C. and 
the Harvard University t-anis. The N. 
Y. A. C. team was made up almost en¬ 
tirely of college men. then© being Lmg, 
of Columbia, the holder of the world's 
record of 47 seconds for the quarter mile; 
Wefers, of Georgetown, the intercolleglato 
100 and 22b-yard champion; Burke, of Har¬ 
vard, a former Intercollegiate 440-yaid 
cluamplon, and Lyons, the New York A. 
C. champion. The Harvard team which 
equaled this record w.ih made up of 
Schick. Lightner. Willis ami Rust. 

In order to run In this time It was 
necessary for these teams to average 
50 2-6 seconds for each quarter. Mike 
Murphy behoves that his four qiuirtor- 
inUera can average better than 50 seconds, 
which would make the time for the mile 
3:20.

The United Railroads of Son Francisco has 
had Its troubles during ths lost year. The 
disaster in April of 1906 wrecked the com¬ 
pany's system, and before very much progrew 
was made in the way of restoring It the em 
ptoyea went out on a strlko, further complicat¬ 
ing matt cm. Now the employee are again cn 
strike, and for several day's the system/has 
been operated only In part, when at all. 

The first strike took place last August and 
'xcasloned considerable loss to the company, 
both directly and Indirectly The strike ter¬ 
minated tn a resumption of work on the part 
of the employee under sn agreement to refer 
to arbitration the matters In dispute. The ar¬ 
bitrators’ decision established a rate of waff«-e 
under an agreement to run only to May 1 
1907. During the month previous to this date, 
in order that a satisfactory settlement might 
be y reached, so that no strike would take 
place, representatives of the employes and of 
tho company hcick numerous conference*. Noth¬ 
ing was accomplished by these, os the employee 
held out for on eight-hour day and a wage of 
#3 a day. among other things These demands 
the company refused to accede to and the pres¬ 
ent strike resulted. The company was willing 
to continue in effriSt the schedule of wages and 
hours fixed by fhe arbitrators. 

This strike, like the one of last August, will 
have Its effect on the company's earnings, 
which have suffered heavily the last year In 
addition to the loss occasioned by the reduced 
traffic following the disaster of last year, the 
company's toes through the destruction of prop¬ 
erty was heavy. #4.000.000 having been spent 
up to March 1 isst for reconstruction and bet¬ 
terments' ss a result of the Are. The report 
of the company for the year ended December 
61. 1900. showed a decrease of $l.lli,lu8. equal 
to 15 72 per cent . In gross earnings, and a de¬ 
crease In surplus before dividends of #450.890, 
equal tn 34.28 per cent. This does not take 
tote account the cost of much of the recon¬ 
struction 6f the property, which was provided 
tor otherwise. • 

As ail of the outstanding stock of the United 
Railroads Is owned by the United Railways In¬ 
vestment Company, the strike has Its bearinf 
on this company's securities. The next semi¬ 
annual dividend of 2% per oent on the pre¬ 
ferred stock Is due within the next month, and 
It ts probable that the declaration will call for 
script, os has been the case since the disaster 
It will be necessary to pay off the back script 
dividends before future dividends can be paid 
In cosh.

The soaring of the price of wheat 
was a depressing factor In stock* and checked 
for a tlrqe an upward tendency which had de¬ 
veloped Jp sympathy with the strength .if

FOR BEER MONEY 

BOY KILLS WOMAN. 


Sixteen-Year-Old St. Louisan Must 
Have His Daily Drinks. 


According to the majority of Lou¬ 
isville real estate agents the volume of 
business done last week does not com¬ 
pare favorably with that of the si.me 
period a year ago. The w'cather is held 
partially responsible for the lack of ac¬ 
tivity in the market, while some of the 
dealers declare that inflated values ac¬ 
complished their share in making rather 
a dull week of it. As nn Instance of 
what he terms abnormal value, J. M. 
Button, of the Varble & Button Com¬ 
pany, said yesterday that property on 
Fifth street, which is assessed at $60 
a foot, is being held by the owners at 
$250 and $300 a foot. 

Messrs. Varble and Button asserted 
that during the past w-eek they had 
several sales well under way. some of 
Thom almost to the closing point when 
they vyere notified by owmers to in¬ 
crease the price, and in some instances 
to withdraw from the market for the 
present. "Now' that the newspapers are 
selling Dr. Powell’s church every Mon¬ 
day morning and building hotels and 
office buildings on every corner. It is no 
wonder that people who own property 
are expecting a fortune for their hold¬ 
ings. I really expect to see the court¬ 
house sold for an office building in the 
paper some morning," said Mr. But¬ 
ton. 

During the past week there were but 
few' sales and most of the transactions 
involved under $3,000 each. There seems 
to be little probability that there wdll 
Ik 1 a change in the conditions for some 
time to come. Most of last week’s buy¬ 
ing was for investment, and consisted 
of property that Is expected to net a 
return of about 6 per cent. The in¬ 
vestment demand has never been bet¬ 
ter than at present, but most of the 
agents say that the desirable property 
is held entirely too high. Groat ac¬ 
tivity In the market, they say, will not 
he observed until normal price con¬ 
ditions once more prevail.

John Stapp, who says he is lesa than 
sixteen years old, told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter Monday that he stabbed and 
killed Mrs. TUlle Kraus, wife of a gro¬ 
cer at 3362 South Broadway, because his 
$9 a week salary was not sufficient for 
his needs ami he wanted more money to 
spend at the summer gardens. 

Stapp looks older than the fifteen 
years he olatms. His only slgti of feel¬ 
ing since his arrest w-as shown Mon¬ 
day when he said to a Pom-Dispatch 
reporter: 

"I gues9 I’m in pretty bad." 

He has dark hair and very heavy 
dark eyebrow's, which almost meet in 
the center. His brown eyes are shifty, 
and they never meet the gaze of a ques¬ 
tioner. Hie statements are made hesi¬ 
tatingly and in a tone little above a 
w.h leper. 

"I wanted some money." said he. 
"I've been working as a teamster for 
$9 a week. My mother has four children 
besides me, but I dtdn't turn much of 
my money In at home. I like to have a 
good time and 1 wanted something to 
spend at the summer gardens. 

"I don't know Just why I stabbed 
Mrs. Kraus. I got her by the neck 
first. I Just wanted to rob her, that’s 
all. I don't think I could have got the 
best of her If I hadn’t used the knife. 
She didn't struggle much, but she was 
pretty strong.

Beer Made Him Feel Funny. 


'I drank some beer before I went 
there. Not much, but enough to make 
me feel fuqny. I got It from a saloon 
at Kosciusko and Cherokee streets. A 
bigger boy went In for It and we drank 
It In the yard back of the saloon." 

The outcome of the Inquest will go 
far In determining in what court the 
boy shall be tried.

Talked of Crime In Saloon. 


She said that Stapp went to Schal- 
iert’s saloon at Second and De Kalb 
streets and washed the blood from his 
hands. While there, according to her 
testimony, Stapp told of the stabbing 
and upbraided Alfer Meyer, of 3406 
Cherokee street, for falling to keep an 
alleged agreement by which they were 
to act together In robbing Mrs. Kraus. 

Deputy Coroner Lloyd regarded her 
testimony as so Important that he con¬ 
tinued the Inquest until 9 a. m. Tues¬ 
day. and instructed the police to bring 
in Meyer and all of those who heard the 
saloon conversation or talked about It 
before Stapp’s arrest. 

According to Mrs Melcher, young 
Stapp, at the time Mrs. Kraus lay fa¬ 
tally wounded, was standing at the 
washetand In the saloon talking freely 
of the deed which he had Just commit¬ 
ted. 

The proprietor of the saloon is a 
brother of Fred Schallert. whose wife is 
Stapp's sister. From*the saloon Stapp 
went to the home of Fred Schallert, 
where he was arrested the next day. 

The Coroner believes that Stapp was 
shielded and that there may he grounds 
for the arrest of certain persons as ac¬ 
cessories to the murder. Mrs. Melcher 
has promised to tell the names of those 
who spoke to her of the crime a short 
time after It was committed. 

She says that she saw Stapp across 
a vacant lot about 12:10 p. m. Wednes¬ 
day. She noticed that his hands were 
bloody and she saw him enter SchaJ- 
lert's saloon. 

At the Inquest an unusual effort was 
made to determine whether there was 
a motive other than robbery. Nothing 
was brought out except that Mts. 
Kraus had known young Stapp for sev¬ 
eral years and that he frequently made 
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to be sure that no mistake will be made, we will send one 
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purchases at the store for his mother. 
He was In the store half an hour before 
the stabbing, but.remained there only 
a few minutes.

Asked For Brick Cheese 

He had hia mother’s credit book with 
him. but Mrs. Kraus told him that he 
would huve to pay cash. 

When he returned the second time ho 
asked for a dime’s worth of brick 
cheese and showed Mrs. Kraus the 
money. She cut the cheese, wrapped It 
and was handing It to him when he 
caught her by the neck, pulled her 
toward him and plunged the knife Into 
her left side. It penetrated to the ab¬ 
dominal cavity. She died two days later 
at the Lutheran Hospi tal.

The test was made under the 
most trying circumstances. The ashen 
which were used had gone through the 
heat twice before that and were ashes 
from coke which were the hardest kind 
to bum. 

Starting at 7 o'clock, the test was 
made, and the ashes of 1.000 pounds 
of coke were used. At 9 in the even¬ 
ing Lhe worth of the discovery was 
evident. Foreman R. C. Bryan con¬ 
ducted the teat with the discoverer, and 
during the night sixty retorts in which 
the coke Is burned to make tho gas 
were kept ut a white heat. Each re¬ 
tort ordinarily used four bushels of 
cuke, and each one is filled three times 
during tho night. The test was mode 
with fifteen cents' worth of Mr. Bu¬ 
chanan’s preparation, and the ashe 3 
which remained from making the coke 
was taken from the ash pile on the 
outside of the ash house. 

Foreman Br>'Wi during the night fig¬ 
ured that fifteen cents’ worth of the 
preparation mixed with the ashes will 
do the work of $150 worth of coke, 
and then the ashes are disposed of. 
which would not bo the case if the coke 
was used. ,
